‘and Deputies So Resolves. 


Constitution of 1888 Will Be Put Into 
Force—Liberal Instrument Which 
Was Abolished in 1894. 


BELGRADE, June 14.—At a conference 
of Senators and Deputies, held here late to- 
night, it was unanimously resolved that the 
Constitution voted by the great Nationai 
Assembly in 1888 should be put into force 
and that Prince Peter Karageorgevitch 
fhould be unanimously elected King at to- 
merrow’s joint meeting of the Skupshtina 
and Senate. After the election a deputation 
of the Assembly will ‘be sent to wait upen 
Prince Peter and communicate to him the 
decision of the National Assembly. 

The Servian Constitution of 1888 was a 
more liberal one than any granted pre- 


viously and provided that all tax-paying 
citizens should become electors by whose 
votes the Skupshtina was elected. It con- 
tinued in force until May, 1894, when the 
late King Alexander by a coup d’etat abol- 
ished it and restored the illiberal Consti- 
tution of 1869. 

Complete order has prevailed in Belgrade 
up to 11 o'clock to-night, and absolute 
quiet is reported throughout Servia. 
The capital wears a much more peace- 
ful aspect .even than yesterday. The 
military have been withdrawn from 
the public offices, and only a few 
sentries are now guarding the royal pal- 
ate. Occasional patrols are seen in the 
Streets, which throughout the day have 
borne ‘an animated appearance, 
crowded with officers, lacies, and large 
hMumbers of students who have arrived 
from abroad, it is believed, with the object 
of demonstrating in favor of Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch as King. Some republic- 
@n tendencies are noticeable among the 
students who have studied in France and 
Switzerland. These latter, however, are 
quite overshadowed by the opinion of the 
majority, and there seems to be no doubt 
that the National Assembly will pronounce 
to-morrow in favor of a monarchy and 
elect Prince Karageorgevitch. The news- 
papers continue to »oint out the impossi- 
bility of the establishment of a republic, 
and advocate the election c. Prince Kara- 
georgevitch in order to assure a brighter 
epoch in Servian politics. 

It is expected, that the National Assem- 
bly will hold two sittings to-morrow—one 
in the morning to constitute itself, and the 
second in the afternoon td’ elect a King. 

It is kygwn that the Minister of Justice 
is in favor-6f a republic, and that thé stu- 
dents have arranged to hold a republican 
demonstration’to-morrow. The Monarchists, 
however, are in.a large majority, and noth- 
ing is likely to come of the republican as- 
pirations. 

It is said that at Saturday’s Cabinet coun- 
cil one of the Ministers proposed the can- 
didature of Prince Peter's son George, 
now being educated at St. Petersburg. In 
well-informed circles it is believed that 
such statements are set afloat with the 
object of showing that Prince Peter's elec- 
ticn will be the outcome of a veritable 


struggle among the opposing political par- 
ties and currents. 


DRAFT OF CONSTITUTION. 


The radical leaders have prepared a plat- 
form for a new Constitution upon the lines 
of that of 1888. The chief points are: 

The King shall not be the commander ot 
the army. 

The civil and military authorities must 


swear allegiance to the Constitution and 
not to the King. 

Universal suftrage and the abolition of 
the Senate. 

The Constitution of 1888 is of a very lib- 
eral character, and its adoption was ap- 
proved at « conference held this morning 
0i Ministers and those Deputies who are 
already in P+ lzrade. 

Peter Velimiravitch, one of the oldest and 
most prominent members of the Radical 
Party and an ex-Minister of State, has 
been appointed President of the Senate in 
succession to M. Marinkovitch, who has re- 
signed. M. Velimiravitch will take the 
chair at the joint meeting of the Senate and 
the pwepenens to-morrow on the occasion 
oft the election of the new King. 

After the election of the King to-morrow 
the Skupshtina will draw up 4 programme 
of procedure for the new sovereign and 
then. will adjourn until the arrival of the 
King at Belgr.de. The sovereign then will 
form a new Ministry and dissolve the 
Skupshtina.

QUEEN DRAGA'S FEAR. 


It has been learned that Queen Draga, in 
an audience with the Foreign Minister a 
few weeks ago, said she lived in deadly 
fear, not knowing what the day or night 
might bring forth. She knew, she added, 
that she was hated by the people, and that 
King Alexander was also detested by his 
subjects, and she was convinced that the 
country would prove too strong for both of 
them. 

Various reports are in circulation regard- 
ing the value of the late Queen's estate, 
which was said to amount to $2,200,000, 
chiefly invested in her sister’s name in 
Switzerland and Belgium. A commission is 
now engaged in making an inventory of the 
property of the royal couple, and it is 
thought probable that the total private 
estate of both will be found not to exceed 
half the sum mentioned. 

The autopsy on the King’s body showed 
that he had a skull of the extraordinary 
thickness of 11 millimeters, whereas the 
skulls of the strongest men usually meas- 
ure only 6 millimeters. The brain was found 
to be in a catarrhal state, and the liver 
unusualiy large and surrounded with fat, 
indicating that the King was an excessive 
eater and drinker. 

Prince Karageorgevitch, although little 
is known of him among the people gener- 
ally here, not even his photographs being 
exhibited in the shop windows, seems to 
have caught the public fancy. and his elec- 
tion evidently will be a popular one. 

Ex-Queen Natalie has telegraphed to her 
one-time lady in waiting to make inquiries 
whether she will be permitted to come to 
Servia and visit her’son's grave. 

Lieut. Col. Milislav Zivanovics of the 
General Staff committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself Friday. It is understood that 
the officer took his life because among 
the dead King’s papers was found a letter 
from Zivanovics informing him of the plot 
against his life. The newspapers, how- 
ever, attempt to make out the suicide to be 
the result of money troubles. 


PRINCE PETER’S ACCEPTANCE.

LONDON, June 15.—The Times’s 
correspondent at Vienna says that Prince 
Peter Karageorgevitch’s election by the 
Servian Skupshtina is accepted as a 
foregone conclusion. 

It is practically certain that Russia is 
working and will continue to work hand 
in hand with Austria. Prince Peter's 
election, should he accept the crown, will 
be followed by Austrian and Russian rec- 
ognition. Prince Peter is said to have 
made his acceptance contingent upon «he 
fulfillment of three conditions: 

Unanimous election by the Skupshtina, 
the banishment of all officers compro- 
mised in the tragedy, and an increased 
civil list. 


THE NEW KING'S TASK. 


VIENNA, June 14.—It is believed here 
that Prince Peter Karageorgevitch will find 
himself confronted with a hard task if 
elected King of Servia: In the first place, 
he is nearly sixty years of age, and has 
spent his life abroad, and therefore has 
but little knowledge of the Servian people; 
further, he will have no party behind him. 
The Radicals never sincerely supported 


any Servian monarch, and when the excite- | 


ment has cooled down it is not.unlikely that 
they will prove restless.

BUILDING SHUT-DOWN 
T0 BE MADE COMPLETE 


All Work to Stop When Materials 
on Hand Are Exhausted. 


TO CURB WALKING DELEGATES 


President Eidlitz of Employers’ Board 
Says the Move Is Designed to Bring 
Stable Conditions in Build- 


ing Industry. 


Within a few days, it was announced yes- 
terday, the shut-down of building work 
throughout the city will be extended to all 
buildings on which the material which had 
been on hand when the shut-down was 
first declared is exhausted. Some material 
had been delivered when the shut-down 
was first started, and when this is ex- 
hausted no more material will be ordered 
by the members of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association until they have 
seme guarantee of stable conditions in the 
trades. Work will be stopped on buildings 
where special work was being done, and 
before the end of the week it is declared 
that the shut-down will be more rigidly 
enforced than was ever known in New 
York before in the building trades. 

The object of this decision of the Board 


of Governors of the Building Trades Em- ! 


ployers’ Association is to bring the unions 


to the point of recognizing the plan of ar- ; 


bitration submitted to them by the Board 
of Governors. The employers believe that 
when the unions come to consider the plan 
dispassionately, they will adopt it. 

Charles L, Eidlitz, President of the Board 
of Governors of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, said last evening that 
it was decided to make this move in order 


to make !t possible for them to have stable | 


conditions in the building industry. He 


said that the employes of the members of | 


the association were notified of this. They 
have also each received copies of the plan 
of arbitration drawn up by the employers, 

“As conditions have existed,’’ said Mr. 
EFidlitz, “it was impossible to carry on buél- 
ness. We must clean up the situation in 
the building industry and start anew in or- 
der to be able to carry on business at all. 
We cannot have the building industry dom- 
inated by the walking delegates, to whom 
their very business gave so many oppor- 
tunities of victimizing employers when the 
walking delegates happened to be unscru- 
pulous men, 

“The logical result of a continuance of 
the old conditions would have been that 
most of the employers would have been 
driven out of business. 

“| cannot say how long the shut-down 
in building will last. It is not of our seek- 
ing, but has been forced on us in order that 
we may reach some kind of basis on which 
we can continue business. 

“For the last three or four years the 
exactions of the walking delegates and of 
the unions were so harassing that there 
was no idea of stability in the building 
business. Weare trying now once and for 
all time to bring about conditions which 
will insure to the contractors some kind of 
certainty of being able to keep their con- 
tracts within the specified time.” 

A. J. Robinson, a member vf the Board 
of Governors of the Buijding Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, said: 

“It is true that as soon as the buildin 
material on hand is used up no more will 
be bought in the meantime. I have no 
work going on except on one building, and 
the material there will be chrougn m about 
two days.

existed within the palace. The difficulty~ 


the conspirators encountered in entering 
the palace was due to Naumovitch, who 
failed to bring a key, as arranged. 

The bodies of both the King and the 
Queen were pierced with innumerable 
thrusts of bayonets and sabres. It ap- 
pears that between thirty and fifty of- 
ficers entered the palace, and each de- 
livered at least one blow. The King’s 
body, as well as the Queen's, was thrown 
from the first floor to the ground below, 

It seems that the conspiracy began 
with the politicians, the soldiers after- 
ward being won over. King Alexander 
was not favored by the army, like his fa- 
ther, and Queen Draga did more to es- 
trange it. Her protégés were promoted 
and those she disliked had their careers 
ruined. All the members of the military 
conspiracy were bound to secrecy by an 
oath. All were pledged to obey blindly 
the orders of their immediate superiors.

COLDEST JUNE IN TEXAS.

Temperature as Low as 48 and Fires and 
Flannels Necessary, but Wheat 
Is Booming.

DALLAS, Texas, June 14.—-This has heen 
the coldest June of which there is any 
record in Texas. The official temperature 
statistics show mean temperature so far 
for the month to be 66; highest temperature, 
89, and lowest, 48. Fires and Winter cloth- 
ing have been necessary most of the time 
during the month, The mean temperature 
for past years runs trom 78 degrees to 85. 

The effect of this cold weather on crops 
has been peculiar. Corn, cotton, garden 
truck, and some fruits have been injured. 
Corn and cotton are late about twenty days 


and backward of development, There is no 
lack of rain, and immediate and continued 
warm weather would insure good crops of 
both. Wheat and oats have been benefited 
by the cool weather. Practically all of 
these crops have been cut and thrashing 
has been goiitg on for a week. Oats are 
turning out an average of fifty bushels to 
the acre and wheat close to twenty. it 
looks now as if the banner Texas crop of 
1900, when 23,000,000 bushels of wheat were 
harvested, will be equaled.

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CHINESE TREATY QUESTION. 


Negotiations Transferred to Peking 
Without Consulting American or 
Japanese Governments.

LONDON, June 15.—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Peking says an imperial edict 
anncunces that the negotiations for @ 
commercial treaty with the various pow- 
ers have been transferred to Peking. 
Lu-Hai-Huan, Sheng, and Wu-Ting- 
Fang, three Treaty Commissioners, have 
been ordered to go to Peking immediate- 
ly. Chang-Chih-Tung has been ordered 
to remain and assist in the negotiations. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times says no previous intimation in 
regard to the edict transferring to Pe- 
king the treaty negotiations was vouch- 
safed to the American and Japanese 
Commissions. The edict is apparently 
a gaucherie, caused by Chinese ignorance 
of diplomatic usages. The negotiations 
respecting Article LV. of the American 
treaty recently reached a stage likely to 
further complicate the entire question,, 

The evident object of the Chinese Com- 
missioners since Wu-Ting-Fang’s arri- 
val has been to secure for provincial au- 
thorities opportunities to compensate 
them for the diversion of likin revenues 
to the central government. It is equally 
evident that no satisfactory results are 
obtainable from present negotiations un- 
til the British Government decides to 
ratify or reject Mackay’s treaty. 


PEKING, June 14.—It is expected that 
the United States will object to the trans- 
fer of the negotiations tor the American 
commercial treaties from 
Shanghai to this city, as it is impossible 


for the American Commissioncr to come to | 


Peking. An edict ordering the transfer has 
now been issued without consulting either 
the United States or Japan, which omission 
is considered as discourteous to the two 
powers concerned.

DR. RAINSFORD’S VIEWS 
ON LABOR PROBLEM.

CHICAGO, June 14.—Chicago has made 
one great advance over other cities in the 
solution of labor problems, according to the 
Rev. Dr. W. 8. Rainsford, rector of St. 
George's Church, New York, who is in the 
city as university preacher at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, In discussing the labor 
situation in Chicago he said: 

“One great advance toward the settle- 
ment of labor problems has been made in 
Chicago, and that is the position taken by 
the Chicago Metal Trades Association in 
the platform it has laid down. The four 
planks of this platform I think mark steps 
in advance 

“First, there is the open shop qlank. 
This means that the labor unions cannot 
refuse to permit the employment of non- 
union men, and the employers cannot dis- 
criminate against union workmen. If this 
one principle were being acted on now the 
pépens hotel and restaurant strike would 

e in a fair way of settlement, 

“Second, there is the plank concerning 
the restriction of the output. 

“Third, the plank requiring that every 
difficulty shall be settled by conciliation, 
and, if that fails, by arbitration. By con- 
ciliation is meant settlement from within— 
settlement by men familiar with the de-- 
Arbitration means settlement by an 
outside party. 

‘Fourth is the plank 


rohibiting lock- 
outs, boycotts, and sym att 


hetic strikes, 


“ These four statements define final posi- | 


tions. If the employers do not live up to 
them they will be defeated. If the union 
men disregard them they will be beaten.”

Hotel of Witness for Prosecution in 
Kentucky Feud Case Burned. 


——_—_ 


SUPPOSED FIREBUGS CAUGHT 


Visitor Offers Witness Choice of $5,000 or 
Assassination to Change His 
Testimony. 


JACKSON, Ky., June 14.—The City Hotel. 
a three-story building owned by Capt. B. J. 
“wen, the principal witness against Jett 
and White, now on trial for the assassina- 
ticn of J. B. Marcum, was burned to the 
ground early this morning. Fifteen guests 
were in the hotel, but all escaped without 
injury. There was no insurance on the 
st(ructure, and the hotel, with its furnish- 
ings and the effects of the guests, is a total 
loss. The belief is general that the fire was 
of incendiary origin. 

Capt. Ewen had recently put up an ad- 
dition to the hotel. This was just complet- 
ed, and was as yet unoccupied. It was in 
this part of the hotel that the fire was 
discovered, 

The town of Jackson has no fire depart- 
rient, and its citizens were uwakened by 
the firing of pistols and guns. A detacu- 
ment of militia came on the double quick 
from its camp across the river and ren- 
dered valuable aid in assisting the guests 
to escape and preventing the flames from 
#preading. 

Capt. Ewen has been kept at the camp of 
the militia since he testified last Monday 
that he saw Curtis Jett fire the shot which 
l:illed Mareum, Nobody was seen to leave 
the hotel before the fire broke out, It was 
only two days ago that Jackson was put 
under: martial law. 

The burning of the hotel is not only con- 
sidered as incendiary, but also as acces- 
sory to other acts of intimidation in con- 
nection with the pending trial. It has 
openly been predicted that arson would go 
along with assassination, as disciplinary 
measures might be needed “in Breathitt 
County. 

lt is now stated that the other witnesses 
for the Commonwealth are not property 
owners, but that the jurors» who are farm- 
ers, and the witnesses who could not be 
found when detachments of troops were 
trying to bring. them into court, are prop- 
erty owners. he burning of Ewen's prop- 
erty not cnly has caused renewed fear for 
both life and property, but also has in- 
creased the general doubt of conviction 
of either of the prisoners. 

Capt. Ewen testified at the trial that he 
saw Jett as he advanced with pistol in 
hand to fire the last shot into Marcum’s 
prostrate body, as it lay in the courthouse 
doorway. Through fears for his own safe- 
ty, he testified, he did not dare to allow 


; Sheriff Callahan and County Judge Hargis 


to know what he had seen. 5 

When it did become known, he was first 
a prisoner in his home, and then he fled the 
county until he could have the protection of 
troops. His house had been under the 
guard of soldiers for several weeks, and as 
a more stringent precaution against assas- 
sination he slept in camp at the Provost 
Marshal's headquarters. 

Several days ago a man visited him at 
his home, and made him a proposition that 
if he would repudiate what he had related 
on the witness stand, saying that he tes- 
tified to what. was not true because of the 
excitement which he was under, $5,000 
would be given him by a certain promin®nt 
citizen, and that if he did not accept this 
offer he would be assassinated. 

He encouraged his visitor to return in 
the afternvon, and stationed two witnesses 
in a closet, who overheard a repetition of 
the proposition and the threat which was 
accompani by the tender of five one- 
thousand-dollar_ notes. 

No one has doubted that Ewen was in 
actual danger, but few were prepared for 
a step so desperate as that which came to- 


| day, and it is believed generally that the 


incendiary fire was due to the statement 
made to State Inspector Hines about the 
attempted bribery as well as to Ewen's 
testimony. 

The fire was discovered by Joe Redman. 
a watchman in a lumber yard. Good work 
by soldiers and citizens saved one the 
entire south side of the town. The Ewen 

fotel is at the end of a long row of miners’ 
cottages, all of which were in grave danger. 
When those in the hotel were notified the 
under such headway that the

In the excitement he was not awakened 


' until the flames had shut off egress by the 


front stairway, and he had a narrow 
escape from death. 

Mrs. Ewen and her children were poorly 
clad and lost everything. The hotel and 
the furniture had been insured, but only a 
ago Capt. Ewen was notified that 
account of threatening conditions the 
cempany had decided to cancel his policy. 
The house and fixtures were valued at 
about $50,000, They were the savings of a 
lifetime. and Ewen and his family to-night 
are homeless and dependent on the hos- 
pitality of the troops in the camp. 

Three men reported having seen Joe 
Crawford and Ed Thap, wagoneers for the 
Hargis Brothers, come across the bridge 
and return just before the blaze was dis- 
covered, and Major Allen ordered these 
men arrested. They were taken into the 
military camp by the soldiers and manacied 
in the guard house. 

Gray Haddicks was retained by the pro- 
vost guard as a witness. Soon the Hargis 
people were very_active. They sent Attor- 
nevs John D. O'Neil of Covington and B. 
B. Golden of Barberville, defending Jett 
and White, and swore out writs of habeas 
corpus before Judge Redwine, making them 
returnable at once. The writs were served 
on Major Allen, and he sent the prisoners 


} to the Court House under a strong guard 


commanded by Capt. Maddox, 

Commonwealth Attorney Bvrd_ asked 
Judge Redwine for time for Major Allen 
to file a response. He asked that till to- 
morrow morning be given him. but Judge 
Redwine demanded that it be filed at once. 

This was done, and the attorneys argued 
the case hefore Judge Redwine. Two of 
the most interested spectators were County 
Judge Hargis and Sheriff BE. Callahan. The 
attorneys argued that the men were being 
unlawfully held by Major Allen. as they 
were witnesses in the Jett and White cases 
for the defense. Attorney Byrd argued the 
ease for the Commonwealth and Major Al- 
len. against whom the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings were brought. Judge Redwine 
yinally decided to admit_the men to bail in 
$2,000 cach. County Judge Hargis and 
Sheriff Callahan had bonds drawn up, but 
after a consultation between them and the 
lawyers they refused to sign the bonds and 
the two men were taken by the soldiers in- 
side their lines and are to-night manacled 
in the military guardhouse, with a heavy 
guard on watch and strong outposts.

SAW A GIANT WATERSPOUT. 


Visitors at Asbury Park Beheld a 
Phenomenon of the Sea.

ASBURY PARK, June 14.—Visitors to the 


beach about 7 o’clock this morning were 


Startled by the appearance of a great 
waterspout about 200 yards from the shore. 
The phenomenon was witnessed by hun- 
dreds of hotel patrons and cottagers who 
were out for a morning stroll. 

When first observed the waterspout was 
off Bradley Beach, two miles south of this 
place, and was traveling rapidly in a north- 
erly direction. It appeared to be over 100 
feet high and fully 25 feet in diameter. 

A four-muasted sailing vessel, bound south, 
was in its path. When near here the offi- 
cers of the vessel steered the boat shore- 
ward, and in doing so nearly drove it on the 
bar. Fortunately the waterspout, soon after 
passing Bradley Beach, changed its course 
and, swerving, speeded out to sea and was 
soon lost to sight. 

After it disappeared the sea became un- 
usually rough. The waves rolled in with 
tremendous force and the breakers dashed 
completely under the new boardwalk, but 
without doing any damage. -Later the rain 
fell in torrents and the thermometer 
dropped several degrees.

BOSTON, June 14.—Judge William H. 
Emmons, the new Chairman of the Metro- 
politan Police Commission, is putting into 
practice some new ideas for correcting the 
evil of public drunkenness. He has given 
an ex cathedra definition of drunkenness, 
which makes it obligatory upon the police 
to arrest all persons with liquor on their 
breath and who walk unsteadily. 

Last night the Judge toured the town to 
see how the police were attending to busi- 
ness. <All records for the number of ar- 


rests for drunkenness were broken. Two 
hundred and sixty-five men and women fell 
into the clutches of the police, who were 
unusually alert. It is double the number 
of last week, less one. 

It was a night of rejoicing for the Com- 
missioners and cab drivers, who reaped a 
harvest. The “ cabbies ’’ were wreathed in 
smiles over the rush of business. Hundreds 
of men who had drunk too freely, in order 
to escape falling into the hands of a police- 
man hired carriages and were taken home 
in safety.

Flotilla Gets Fine Reception 
Coming Up the Bay. 


Shamrock Ill. Towed Across by Steam 
Yacht Erin and Old Boat by 


Tug Cruizer. 


Shamrock III., Sir Thomas Lipton’s pride 
and hope, with which he expects to win 
; back to Britain the America’s Cup, ap- 
| peared port early yesterday morning. 
Towing her was Sir Thomas Lipton’s steam 
yacht Erin, and accompanying them in tow 
of the tug Cruizer was the once defeated 
challenger, Shamrock I., which will be 
used here as a standard by which to meas- 
ure, and a pacemaker by which to. im- 
prove the new boat’s chances of winning 
the coveted cup. The invading flotilla was 
first sighted at 4:40 yesterday morning, 
about twenty miles east of Sandy Hook 
Light Vessel, by the tug Charles E. Mat- 
thews, aboard of which was H. Hier Da- 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s representative 
and who has been cruising about 


Sandy Hook since Friday morning In antici- 
pation of the arrival of the yachts, 

The Erin and Shamrock III. led, the 
Cruizer and Shamrock I. following about 
three miles behind, At 5:08 Capt. Mat- 
thews, on the Erin, saluted the Charles 
I. Matthews, and half an hour later Mr. 
Davies and the Erin’s Captain were able 
to talk to each other through megaphones. 
The Erin dropped Shamrock III, and fell 
behind Shamrock I., and the tug Matthews 
picking up the challenger, led the way up 
the bay. 

It was an imposing and picturesque pro- 
cession, of which the handsome Erin 
brought up the rear. At the head was the 
Matthews flying the British ensign over | 
the pilot house, and Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
private signal, a shamrock on a .yellow 
ground, with a green border, aft. ‘Then 
came Shamrock III. in her jury rig, with 
the burgee of the Royal Ulster Yacht Club 
at the truck, and the flag of that club 
on her jack staff. The Cruizer. follow- 
ing, carried the shamrock signal forward, 
and the Royal Ulster Yacht Club ensign. 
Shamrock I., dressed out in short clothes 
of the Ketch variety, was hbeflagged like 
her consort, and the Erin, bringing up 
the rear, carried Sir Thomas's private 
signal at the fore and the Stars and Stripes 
amidships. 


SHAMROCK III. A PRETTY BOAT. 


Shorn as she was of her tall spars and 
her white wings, the hull of the new 
Shamrock was a thing of beauty. At 
first glance appears her resemblance to 
Columbia, but Columbia's graceful bow is 
drawn out into a forward overhang easier 
and more graceful. She is not by any 
means the slender craft that the cabled re- 
ports insisted upon at the time of -her 
launching, as her beam is 2 or 8 inches 
more than 24 feet to an overall length of 
138 feet. Yet so easy are her lines and 
so well proportioned her parts that she 
seems much smaller than she is actually. 
Her underbody is much fuller and drawn 
down more into the fin than our three 
ninety-footers, and she is also much fuller 
at the quarters. The perfection of her 
lines, however, is such that the eye finds 
it difficult to remain fixed upon one feat- 
ure, as, for instance, the bow or the 
counter, but is inclined rather to look upon 
the model as a whole. Her freeboard ts 
less than Columbia's, and aft she has the 
graceful sheer which characterizes the most 
recent Fife boats. Her beauty is more 
striking when she is ranged up alongside 
the old Shamrock, when her airy dainti- 
ness is accentuated by contrast with her 
bluff, heavy-quartered predecessor. Both 
yachts are painted white. The new Sham- 
rock has a narrow green stripe along her 
sheer -strake, and a wide green band on 
the water line. Shamrock I. is all white, 
with the exception of the green band at 
the water line. Shamrock III. carried a 
jury mainsail and staysail, and Shamrock 
Il. carried in addition a jigger. The old 
Shamrock’'s big tiller looked antiquated be- 
side the new boat's wheel. 

A myriad of hovering craft,’ passing up 
and down the Bay and around the chal- 
lenging fleet paid tribute to it, and to the 
popularity of its owner. First came the 
J. 8. Warden, outward bound, with a big 
crowd of Sunday excursionists who waved 
their hats and cheered the new Sham- 
rock. Then followed the Angler and the 
Edmund Butler laden with more lovers of 
the sea, who attested their admiration of 
the graceful challenger with three loud 
and hearty cheers.

The best evidence that the voyage was 
not unduly rough ig offered by the fact 
that none of the fleet bears any marks of 
hard usage by bad weather, with the ex- 
ception of Shamrock I., which has some 
patches of paint scraped off her starboard 
bow near the water line, Capt. Wringe 
says that on Friday night in the heavy 
roll the challenger rocked considerably and 
the seas washed over her decks, but no 
damage was done. On all four boats are 
156 men, 59 on the Erin, 41 on each of the 
two Shamrocks, and 15 on the Crulzer. On 
the Erin are Capt. William Matthews and 
Col. D. F. Neill of the Royal Clyde Yacht 
Club, who will be Sir Thomas Lipton's 
chief representative on the Erin, and Dr. 
A. E. Neale. Capt. Bob Wringe, who 
will command the challenger, remained 
aboard her during the trip over. Capt. J. 
Walters was in command on the Cruizer 
and Capt. Charles Beirs commanded on 
Shamrock I, 

When the Erin came within speaking 
distance of the tug Charles E. Matthews 
yesterday morning the first inquiry after 
exchanging greetings with Mr. Davies was, 
“How is the Reliance?”' Assurances were 
given that the new cup yacht had been 
giving good accounts of herself. When 
Shamrock III. came up some one on the 
Matthews asked Capt. Wringe if he had a 
winner there. “I think we have,” an- 
Bwered the stocky mariner. ‘“‘I hope so,” 
shouted a Yankee voice from the tug, 
whereat all the crew who were assembled 
forward burst out laughing. The Erin 
dropped the challenger at 6:30 and a line 
Was then passed to the Charles E. Mat- 
thews. It was a five-inch hawser, sixty 
fathoms long, which turned out to be too 
short, for an hour later it parted. A new 
line, a seven-inch hawser, 140 fathoms long, 
then was attached and ft held. 

The pilot boat New Jersey was hovering 
around the Sandy Hook lightship when the 
Erin approached and dropped a boat with 
two pilots for the steam yacht. On the 
Matthews, however, was Capt. Thomas 
Conley, who has had much experience in 
piloting cup challengers, and he also was 
set down in a boat for the Erin with Capt. 
Frank Thomson of the ‘Matthews. They 
boarded Sir Thomas's yacht after the 
Sandy Hook pilots, but the latter were 
obliged to give way. The Sandy Hook men 
came down the gangway looking anything 
but amiable. The Matthews was left in 
charge of Capt. Joseph Stork. 

The new challenger is not only graceful 
in appearance, but her performances have 
shown that she possesses remarkable speed. 
Of all challengers, her chances of winning 
are probably the brightest. On her first 
trial off Weymouth, on April 8, the Sham- 
rock III. sailed thirty-six miles against 
Shamrock I., eighteen miles to windward 
and return. To windward the new boat 
gained 8 minutes and 3 seconds, but before 
the wind only 1 minute and 433 seconds. 
The next day, when running before the 
wind, Capt. Wringe put his men amidships 
instead of grouping them on the counter, 
and in fifteen miles the old boat was beaten 
by 10 minutes, lacking 6 seconds. The new 
boat suffered defeat when she allowed 10 
minutes to Shamrock I. over a triangular 
course and lost the wind, but in every de- 
partment of sailing she has shown marked 
superiority, particularly in beating and run- 
ning. 

When she was being towed against a head 
sea yesterday Shamrock III. showed that 
her well-turned bow turned aside the water 
easily and with little fuss. Just astern of 
her was Shamrock I., which was throwing 
up great quantities of water as she buried 
her bow in the waves. 

The first trial race between the Sham- 
rocks will be held off Sandy Hook on June 
23. Sir Thomas Lipton being a member of 
the New York Yacht Club, can enter either 
boat in the races of that club. It is quite 
possible, even probable, that he will enter 
Shamrock I. in some race against the Re- 
Hance, Constitution, and Columbia, which 
would afford a safe basis for comparison 
of those yachts with Shamrock III. 8ir 
Thomas himself sails on the Oceanic on 
Wednesday.

HOTEL STRIKERS IN 
CHIGAGO WEAKENING 


Willing to Arbitrate Now, but Em- 
ployers Likely to Refuse. 


Violence Expected When the Restau- 
rants Reopen, Which Will Be 
To-morrow, 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—The hotel cooks and 
waiters’ ‘strike is fast crumbling and the 
union is ofi the verge of disruption. Five 
thousand men are out of work by their own 
decision or that of their leaders, twenty-six 
hotels and fifty-eight restaurants are or 
have been without d@ining-room waiters, 
cooks, or other employes, and many thou- 
sands of persons have beent put to immense 
discomfort by the strike. The waiters have 
lost from $50,000 to $80,000 in wages and 
as much more in tips, and yet the strike is 


weak and is breaking of its own disorgan- 
ized weight and is likely to carry the union 
down with it. 

The union showed its weakness by send- 
ing members of the governing board of the 
strikers to every union which met to-day 
to ask help. These emissaries asked the 
unions which had members still employed 
in the hotels and restaurants to call them 
out in order to make the blockade effective. 
In every case the request was peremptorily 
denied, and the only thing the various 


unions would do was to promise that they 
would send to the employers and try to 
induce them to arbitrate. 

This is the very thing which the strikers 
have refused to do heretofore. Even as late 
as yesterday they refused to listen to an 
arbitration proposition with no less a per- 
son than John Mitchell as umpire, but so 
weak has their hold become on the situa- 
tion that to-day they gladly accepted that 
concession and will thankfully await the 
outcome. Committees from five important 
labor unions will to-morrow visit the hotels 
and restaurants with this proposition, and 
if it is accepted they promise to compel the 
cooks and waiters to accept arbitration, not 
only in this strike, but for all the future. 

It is not at all likely that they will suc- 
ceed in their mission as peacemakers, for 
the Employers’ Association has become so 
incenséd at the arbitrary actions of the 
cooks and waiters that it is more 4han 

robable they will spurn the tardy reso- 
ution of the strikers, lock them all out, 
and start with non-union employes this 
week, 

Tuesday all the large restaurants and 
cafés in the down-town district will reopen 
with non-union help. For two weeks they 
have had agents in towns from 200 to 300 
miles about here collecting competent wait- 
ers to take the strikers’ places. These men 
have been brought here quietly, and last 
night they were avportioned to the differ- 
ent establishments. Vogelsang’s, the 
Union, the Ejidelweiss, the Bismarck, and 
other concerns, including about twenty em- 
ploying a smaller force of waiters, will 
open with non-union help. Nearly all these 
places have taken back conditionally a few 
of their old men, waiters who were mak- 
ing on an average of $25 a week in tips 
aside from their salary. 

The moment these restaurants open in 
this way trouble is expected. The discom- 
fited strikers, now on the verge of despera- 
tion, will certainly resort to violence. In 
fact, they were threatening this to-night 
when they learned of the determination of 
the employers to reopen. 

The hotels are better prepared to open 
again, for they laid their plans sooner. 
They have to-night 1,200 non-union wait- 
ers, cooks, and chambermaids ready for 
work to-morrow morning, and although 
this does not supply all the strikers’ places, 
it gives them 
and more are expected in the next three 
days. 


RATE WAR IN KANSAS CITY. 


Prospect of Cheap Excursions Between 
Missouri River and New Eng- 
land Points. 


KANSAS CITY, June 14.—A rush of out- 
bound travel has been precipitated by what 
promises to be the liveliest passenger rate 
war Kansas City has known for several 
years. The war began in Kansas City with 
the cutting of the round-trip rate to In- 
dianapolis to $10. Tickets sold to-day for 
$14.90 for the round trip between Kansas 
City and Chicago, and $9.50 was the round- 
trip rate between Kansas City and St. 
Louits, 

The indications point to a protracted rate 
war, with the prospect of the cheapest 
excursions known for several years be- 
tween Missouri River points and extreme 
eastern points in New England, with cor- 
respondingly cheap rates to intermediate 
points. he competition was started by 
the granting of a cheap rate for the Youn 
Men's Christian Association Summer schoo 
at Chicago. Then the meeting of Modern 
Woodmen at Indianapolis followed the 
granting of cheap rates for the Summer 
school with an announcement of a cheap 
rate to Chicago, and also a one-fare rate 


from Chicago to points in New England 
and New York. 


LONG BATTLE WITH A SALMON. 


Newark Angler Tells of Spending Fif- 
teen Hours in Landing a Fish.

NEWARK, WN. J., June 14.—Edward 
spaeth, Treasurer of the Securities Savings 
Bank of this city, returned to-day from 
6almon Lake, Me., and told how on June 
6 last he spent fifteen hours and five min- 

utes landing an eight-pound salmon. 
Mr. Spaeth was one of a party of New- 
arkers visiting in Maine. He had landed 


several salmon before hooking the large 
one, and on each occasion had spent nearly 
an hour in landing them. 

His trouble began, however, at 3:10 
o'clock in the afternoon of the 6th, when 
he felt a hard tug at his line.

FELL FIFTY FEET AT CONEY. 


Boy Who Tumbled Out of Roller Coaster 
Picked Up with Fractured Skull. 


John MclIntyre, a fifteen-year-old boy, 
living at 843 Baltic Street, Brooklyn, fell 
fifty feet from a car on Merrill's roller 
coaster, Sea Beach Walk, Coney Island, 
last night at 11 o'clock, and sustained a 
fractured skull and internal injuries.

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MAY HAVE TRIED “HARI KARI.” 


| Japanese Cook Made a Prisoner Before 
enough help to begin with | 


Removal to a Hospital. 


Toriakioho Hayashi, thirty-five years 
old, a cook, was removed from a Japanese 
boarding house at 335 East Fifteenth Street 
about 2 o'clock yesterday morning to Belle- 
vue Hospital suffering from five stab 
wounds in the abdomen and two lesser cuts 
in the left arm. The wounds were inflicted 
with a clasp knife. 

Policeman Kelly of the East Fifty-first 
Street Station made him a prisoner before 
sending him to the hospital, on a charge of 
attempted suicide. From the nature of the 
wounds it appears that the man intended 
to commit “ hari-kari,”" the method being 
for the victim to disembowel himself. 

At the boarding house the inmates said 
that Hayashi had been drinking heavily of 
late, and Saturday night became intoxicat- 
ed. They said the wounds were accidental. 

Policeman Kelly said he learned that 
Hayashi's roommate remonstrated with 
him about 5 and that he sat down 
on the floor in the middle of the room, 
und, taking out his nknife, began slash- 
ing it across his abdomen, His roommate 
hurried to notify the police, and Kelly 
found the man struggling to get away from 
his friends when he entered the room. He 
and five other boarders had to hold the 
man until an ambulance arrived. 


NEW HAVEN MAN DROWNED. 


Two Friends Who Could Not Swim Made 
Daring Attempt to Rescue Him. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 14.—John 
MacArthur, a gardener, fifty years of age, 
was drowned near the Sperry Lighthouse 
to-day. His body has not been recovered. 

MacArthur, with two companions—George 
G. Flie and James Judson—was fishing in 
a sailboat. MacArthur leaned over the 
side of the boat, and a strong wave gave 
the craft such a lurch that he was thrown 
into the water. None of the men was 
able to swim, The two men remaining in 
the boat took turns in dropping themselves 
into the water in an attempt to catch Mac- 
Arthur. To do this, one man remained in 
the boat and held on to the heels of the 
other while he hung over the side. They 
repeatedly changed places in this daring 
attempt to catch the body of their corn- 
panion, but the current was so strong that 
MacArthur was soon carried away. 

MacArthur is survived by a widow and 
nine children, who live at 140 Nash Street. 


TRIED TO RUN A TRAIN. 


Two Men Fought Fiercely on a Car Re- 
turning from Coney Istand. 


Two men created much excitement and 
alarm among the passengers on one of the 
elevated trains returning from Coney Isl- 
and last night by attempting to overpower 
the motorman and take charge of the 


motor.

Saturday night the detectives found Rose 
and Kirchner in the drug store of Hoenig, 
where, the detectives claim, they had taken 
a box of stolen drugs. The detectives ar-

They were named Anthony 
and Geneva. 

While the mother was conscious she 
asked repeatedly for her husband. When 
Bechtold disappeared he left his family in 
the most destitute circumstances.

BROOKLYN SALOONS CLOSED. 


Fear of Deputy Commissioner Piper 
Caused Unusual Police Activity. 


The last day of Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Piper’s five weeks’ reign in Brooklyn 
yesterday was marked by an astonishing 
display of activity on the part of the local 
precinct commanders in the enforcement of 
the excise law. Seventeen saloon keepers 
were arrested, an unusual number. 

This activity frightened the liquor sellers, 
and many of them, who have been doing 
a quiet Sunday business, closed up their 
shops rather than take any chances. Those 
saloon keepers holding no hotel licenses 
who dared to do business carried on trade 
with the greatest caution, and “ light- 
houses ’’ or lookouts were in service again. 
In those districts where Raines law hotels 
are plentiful the thirsty had no trouble in 
getting drink, but other neighborhoods 
were comparatively “ dry.”’ 

Mr. Piper gave no special instructions, 
but he has caused fear in the hearts of 
many precinct commanders. While in 
Brooklyn he has been making trouble for 
the Cagsaine. He has sent detectives from 
Manhattan into precincts where he thought 
the Captains were not showing sufficient 
activity. One result was the order a few 
days ago suspending from duty Capt. Owen 
Rooney of the Fulton Street Station on 
charges of failing to close saloons on 
Sundays. 

Saloon keepers were informed yesterday 
morning that there was to be no “ monkey- 

ing” with the law during the day, and all 
found doing business would be arrested. 
Those who were caught later had not 
heeded the warning. 

There were sighs of relief among the 
Captains last night when they were as- 
sured that Capt. Piper was really going 
back to Manhattan. 

“Here’s hoping that he never comes 
back,’’ was the sentiment voiced generally 
among the Captains. 

Deputy Commissioner Ebstein, who re- 
turned from abroad on Saturday, will prob- 
ably resume charge of the department in 
Brooklyn this morning.

FIVE SAVED IN THE BAY! 


Squall Overturned a Cathoat Off | 
“Red Hook Point. | 


Ohe Man Risked Death to Save His 
 Brother—Tug and Ferryboat Went 
; to the Rescue. 


Five men, whose sailboat was capsized 
in’ the storm in the bay off the Brook- 
lyn shore, were saved from drowning yes- 
terday afternoon by the crews of a tug 
and the ferryboat South Brooklyn of the | 
Thirty-ninth Street line. 

The party was composed of Andrew 
Larsen and John end Martin Olsen of 61 
Market Street, Manhattan, and William 
Anderson and James Walsh. They started 
out about 1 o’clock in Larsen’s catboat, 
the Fanita, from the foot of Market 
Street, intending to sail down to the lower 
bay and fish. 

The Fanita behaved well until she had 
worked her way aroupd Governors Islafid 
end was off Red Hook Point, Brooklyn. 
There she was caught by a squall which 
broke over the bay. She went over, and 
the five men were thrown into the water. 

All could swim, with the exception of | 
John Olsen, and these four, after a strug- 
gle with the strong currents running off 
the point there, reached the capsized boat 
and clung to her. Upon reaching the boat, | 
however, Martin Olsen looked around and | 
saw his brother, John, struggling des- 
perately in the water several yards away. 

He slid back into the water and struck 
out for his brother. When he reached John 
the latter was exhausted and about to sink. 
Supporting him, Martin tried to swim back 
to the overturned craft, but could make no 
headway with his burden. The brothers 
were in danger of sinking together when 
the tugboat McCaldin Brothers, the crew 
of which had heard the cries of the men, 
steamed up and the two were hauled on 
board. 

The South Brocklyn just then came along 
on its way to Brooklyn and lines were 
thrown to Larsen, Walsh, and Andersom 
who were still clinging to the catboat. 
They were pulled on board the ferryboat 
uy: deckhands. All of the men were com- 
nletely exhausted. They were landed in 
Brooklyn and later were able to return to } 
their homes. The Fanita was towed to the 
foot of Coffev Street, Brooklyn, by the tug. 


FLOOD CONDITIONS IMPROVE. 


Water Falling at East St. Louis—In- 
quiry for Missing Persons. 


ST. LOUIS, June 14.—During the last 
twenty-four hours the river has fallen 
nearly a foot, the Government gauge this 
evening registering 36 feet 1 inch. The 
water is receding slowly, and, according 
to predictions, the danger line—30 feet—will 
not be reached for several days. 

Conditions in East St. Louis are improv- 
ing, the flooded portions south of Broad- 
Way and west of the Southern Railroad 
tracks showing a decided fall in the water. 
The railroads will enter St, Louis across 
the Eads Bridge soon. 

Inquiries for twenty-seven missing per- 
sons have been received at the different re- 
lief headquarters. 


BOY STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


He Was Warned to Seek Sheiter, but 
Did Not Do So. 


Charles Kramer, fourteen years old. of 
Elmhurst, in Queens, is dying in the Ger- 
man Hospital, Williamsburg, of burns he 
received by being struck by lightning. 

He was going along Johnson Avenue, on 
Saturday evening, on his way home, when 
there came vivid flashes of lightning. Some 
men advised him to seek shelter, but he 
disregarded their warning. Presently a 
lightning bolt descended and struck the 
boy on his left side. 

He was knocked down and his clothing 
Was set on fire, but the rain quickly ex- 
tinguished it. The men who had warned 
the boy ran to his aid. They found him 
unconscious. and sent to the German Hos- 
pital for an ambulance. Dr. Pobe foumd 
that the boy had been shockingly burned 
by the lightning, the flesh on his face and 
thigh being torn off. Much of his clothing 
had been burned off. 


Lightning Tore Off a Barn’s Roof. 


A barn belonging to Anton Erb, a farmer, 
living opposite the German Hospital, in 
Williamsburg, was struck by lightning dur- 
ing the storm yesterday afternoon, and al- 
most tiie entire roof was torn away. The 
building was set on fire, but the flames 
were extinguished by the rain. The light- 


ning bolt’ was so terrific that it frightened 


many of the patients in the hospital, and 
the doctors had much difficulty in calming 
them. ° 
Philadelphian Killed by Lightning. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 14.—Herbert L. 
Winslow, general auditor of the Harrison 
Chemical Company, was killed by lightning 
here to-day. He was out sailing’ when a 
storm came up, and was in the act of 
fastening the sailboat to a tree on the 
shore of the Schuylkill River when light- 
ning struck the tree, killing hira instantly. 


NEW PHILIPPINES BISHOPS. 


Mgr. Rooker and the Rev."Dennis J. 
Dougherty Consecrated at Rome. 


ROME, June 14.—The consecrations to- 
day of Mgr. Rooker, formerly Secretary of 
the Apostolic Delegation at Washington, 
as Bishop of Jaro, ,Philippine Islands, and 
of the Rev. Dennis J. Dougherty, formerly 
of Fhiladelphia, as Bishop of Nueva Se- 
govia, were grand and impressive cere- 
monies. The latter was consecrated first, 
the act being performed by Cardinal Satolli 
in the Church of St. John and St. Paul, 
which is under his jurisdiction, assisted by 
Mer. Gasparri, Secretary of the Congrega- 
tion of Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
and Archbishop Gazzioli. The ceremony 
took place to the accompaniment of beauti- 
ful music which reached its height of 
sweetness when the newly consecrated 
Bishop, accompanied by the officiating 
clergy, went through the church giving his 
first Episcopal benediction. Thirty students 
of the American College, including all those 
from Philadelphia, which is Bishop Dough- 
erty’s Archdiocese, were present. 

The consecration ef Mgr. Rooker, with 
the same ceremony. conducted in this case 
by Cardinal Martinelli, assisted by the 
Archbishop of Camilli and the Bishop of 
Virili, was cerebrated later in the Church 
of the American College. The two cere- 
monies were followed by a sumptuous col- 
lation, atrvended by many distinguished 

ests, including Archbishop Stonor, Arch- 

shop Seton, and-all the rectors of the 
English-speaking colleges. 

Bishop Rooker received warm greetings 
from his friends in Rome, where he re- 
sided until eight years ago, and to both 
the new Bishops came many telegrams of 
eongratulation from the United States, one 
of the most cordial being from Rector 
O'Connell of the Catholic University in 
Washington, of which both were graduates. 
Both will proceed to the Philippines by 
way of America, Bishop Dougherty sail- 
ing from Cherbourg June 24 and Bishop 
Rooker July 1.

PIRACY IN CHINA. 


New Viceroy of Canton Promises to 
Take Active Measures to 
Suppress It.

LONDON, June 15.—The Hongkong 
correspondent of The Times says the new 
Viceroy of Canton passed through on Sun- 
day to take up his appointment. Gov. 
Blake lunched with him at the Govern- 
ment House. The Governor urged, as 
mere important than the so-called re- 
bellion in Kwang-si, which can be easily 
quelled by a few determined troops, the 
pressing need to suppress piracy on the 
West River, which is seriously impeding 
the expansion of trade. The Viceroy 
promised to take active measures. He 
will have 12,000 troops at his disposal, 
and has a high reputation for honesty. 
Several squeezing Mandarins in the Can- 
ton provinces have resigned, anticipating 
a stricter régime. 

The Times’s correspondent at Shang- 
hai, says Marshall Su, lately Commander 
in Chief at Kwang-si, who was relieved 
of his command in consequence of fric- 
tion with Gov. Wang-Chih-Chun, is now 
at Shanghai, and is proceeding to the 
capital to secure an audience. He states 
that although marauding bands are still 
active in remote districts, reports of a 
widespread rebellion are unjustified. He 
estimates the number of armed outlaws 
at 6,000 and is prepared to undertake the 
complete pacification of the province in 
tweive months if given a free hand. 


FINANCES OF RUSSIA. 


Deficit in Railway Administration Will 
Reach 60,000,000 Roubles This Year.

LONDON, June 15.—The Times pub- 
lishes an abstract of Finance Minister 
VWitte’s statement regarding the finan- 
cial situation of the Russian Empire, 
made at a secret sitting of the Imperial 
Council, showing that without the main- 
tenance of certain indirect taxes there 
would have been a deficit of 23,000, 
rubles. The total excess of railway ex- 
penditures over receipts will reach this 
year the enormous sum of 60,000,000 ru- 
bles. Within two years the deficit on 
the working of the entire railway sys- 
tem will reach 84,500,000 rubles. 

The Finance Minister was compelled 
to ascribe this situation mainly to the 
enforced construction of railways of a 
political and strategic character during 
the last ten or fifteen years.

CLERICALS RIOT IN FRANCE. 


Corpus Christi Processions the Occasion 
for Disturbances in the Provinces. 


PARIS, June 14.—Trouble was anticipated 
to-day on the occasion of the Corpus Christi 
procession, the anti-Clericals threatening to 
provoke counter-demonstrations. In Paris 
the day passed off without any serious in- 
cidents, even at churches like the Madeleine 
and St. Sulpice, where, disregarding the ad- 
vice of the Prefect of Police, processions is- 
sued from the edifices and marched around 
the church inclosures. 

Some disturbances, however, are report- 
ed from the provinces. At Nantes, where 
the Prefect forbade the processions, the 
Clericals mobbed the Prefecture, stoned and 
broke the windows, and smashed two sen- 
try boxes. Detachments of gendarmes and 
dragoons drove back the demonstrators. A 
collision also occurred between the Catho- 


lics and Sosialists, in which several persons 
were badly injured and thirty others ar- 
rested.

MITCHELL TO ADVISE THEM. 


Miners’ Convention Will Open To-mor- 
row—Judge Gray’s Commissioner 
Sees Him. 


SCRANTON, Penn., June 14. — National 
President Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers arrived here this morning to at- 
tend the convention of mine workers, which 
will to-morrow take up the matter of the 
operators’ representatives on the Board of 
Conciliation refusing to recognize the cre- 
dentials of District Presidents Nicholls, 
Dettrey, and Fahy, who were selected as 
the miners’ conciliators by vote of the 
joint Executive Boards of the three dis- 
tricts. 

Mr. Mitchell would make no statement of 
what the convention was likely to do. He 
would only say that the miners, he was 
assured, would approach the question in 
dispute in a broad, liberal way, and that 
he trusted the operators would do the same. 
“What the convention will do, I, of course, 
cannot foretell,” said Mr. Mitchell. ‘It 
is up to the delegates.’’ He said he would 
advise them in a general way, but would 
not in any manner attempt to control their 
action. 

It Is not expected the convention will do 
much of anything to-morrow, further than 
to receive credentials. Dr. Charles P. Neill 
of Washington, D. C., who on Friday last 
was appointed by Judge Gray as Commis- 
sioner to make the sliding scale _computa- 
tions, arrived to-day from New York. He 
had a conference late to-night with Mr. 
Mitchell at the Hotel Jermyn. 

Dr. Neill, it is understood, came here at 
the request of Labor Commissioner Carroll 
D. Wright and Judge Gray. to use his 
good offices in bringing about an early 
and peaceable adjustment of the concilla- 
tion difficulty. Before yp to Scran- 
ton, he saw representatives of the operators 
in New York and Philadelphia, “The fact 
that the operators have said that the min- 
ers’ conciliators were not regularly elected 
without saying how, in their opinion, the 
said representatives might be elected, 
makes the presence of Dr. Meill very de- 
sirable, as some such disinterested third 
party acting as a go-between may obviate 
all possibility of trouble by effecting a 
meeting between the two parties in controu- 
versy.

MONUMENT TO NEGRO SLAVES. 


First Memorial of the Kind in This 
Country Erected at Barrington, R. I. 


BARRINGTON, R. I., June 14.—A memo- 
rial monument to negro slaves and their 
descendants in recognition of valuable do- 
mestic and patriotic services. before and 
during the Revolutionary War, the first of 
its kind to be erected in the United States, 
was dedicated here to-day. 

The memorial is a white quartz boulder, 
buttressed at the corners by large black 
stones emblematic of the interdependent re- 
lations of the white and black races, and 
bears a tablet inscribed: 

‘“‘In memory of negro slaves and their 
descendants who faithfully served Barring- 
ton families.”’

ENGLAND'S FREE TRADE POLICY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. Chamberlain has failed in his at- 

tempt to change the existing status of the 

| excise laws of Great Britain. Heré is a 
lesson for us. Indeed, in some things 
America might learn wisdom from her old 
mother, As the result has shown, England 
is still for free trade. Since 1842, when she 
then established it, she dates her greatest 
prosperity. 

The repeal of the corn laws was a bless- 
ing to the people, for it gave them better 
and cheaper food. There the agricultural 
class is the smallest, but here it is the 
largest. Our greatest exports are food and 
cotton. Free trade is more of a necessity 
for us than for England, as it would 
cheapen the price of everything which the 
farmer requires and work good to the 
greatest number. England is a vast work- 


shop, yet she does not seek by prohibitive 
duties to protect (?) her industries, but be- 
lieves thut the best protection is free and 
unrestricted exchange of commodities with 
all the world. And still America can man- 
ufacture many articles and undersell the 
English, even in their own markets. Cot- 
ton goods manufactured in Fall River have 
for years been sold in Manchester. Ac- 
cording to Tom L. Johnson, who is an ex- 
pert in the business, we can make steel 
rails cheaper than they can be made else- 
where. ake off the duty on raw wool 
and we can have the markets of the world 
for our carpets. So with many of the raw 
materials upon which we pay heavy duties 
er thus restrict ourselves to home mar- 
ets. 

If this policy of free trade has been of 
such benefit to England, why will it not be 
of equal or greater good to us? We are 
better prepared for it. Almighty God in- 
tended this country to be the great work- 
shop of the world, and we should not try 
to set aside His laws by building tariff 
walls which after all only enrich the trusts 
at the expense of the people. A tariff like 
our present one is a dishonest scheme at 
best. It transfers by indirection the money 
from the pockets of the people into the 
pockets of the protected interests. It was

ade Yet, when the clouds lifted here and 
in Europe, and the whole civilized world 
entered again into prosperity, we were told 
that this country, unlike the rest of tlhe 
world, was rescued by the Dingley tariff. 

If this country had never been cursed 
with any tariff whatsoever, it would prob- 
ably be very much better off than at pres- 
ent. We have grown to be a great nation

Process of Digestion Greatly Aided If 
the Skins Are Removed—How 
This.Can Be Done.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has given prominence 
by publication to the researches by Prof. 
Harry Snyder of the Minnesota experiment 
station in regard to the nutritive value of 
beans and the scientific method of their 
preparation for the use of man. -The ordi- 
nary white navy bean in the dry state 
contains 22.5 per cent. of protein or mus- 
cle and energy, or 50.6 per cent. of carbo- 
hydrates or heat, 1.8 per cent. of fat, and 
12.6 per cent. of water. 

Beans are slow of digestion, and put a 
heavier tax on the intestinal tract than 
almost any other vegetable food. The fact 
that they are made a part of the average 
bill of fare only at intervals and not regu- 
larly each day, and the further fact that 
they are more often made a considerable 


ortion of the meal rather than combined 

n lesser quantities with other foods, is 

accountable for their slowness of digestion. 

In this connection Prof. Snyder points out 

that if the housewives would by the use 

of a small quantity of soda remove the 
skins the gaseous character of the bean 

would be modified and the process of di- 

gestion vastly aided. Half a teaspoonful 

of baking soda in two quarts of water 
would remove the skins from a pound of 
beans. In parboiling two-thirds of this 
water and 84 per cent. of the soda are ab- 
, sorbed, The soda assists digestion, entered 
into chemical combination with the pro- 
teid material of the beans. Only .06 of 1 
per cent, of the nitrogen is lost in the cook- 
ing. 

A pound of beans contains one-fifth of a 
pound of digestible protein and somewhat 
less than three-fifths of a pound of diges- 
tible carbo-hydrates, mainly in the form of 
starch. In the experiments reported over 
a pound of baked beans was consumed per 
day by men engaged part of the time in 
active outdoor work. t is believed, how- 
ever, that not more than six ounces of 
baked beans should be consumed in the 
daily ration. 

Though the amount of protein in beans 
is large, they contain only a small amount 
of fat, and hence the addition of fat, either 
by salt pork or butter, in preparing for the 
table is reasonable, since it makes a better 
balanced article of diet.

Comparing the total values of cotton ex- 
ported with those of preceding years, it 
may be said that 1908 seems likely to show 
the largest total value in raw cotton ex- 
ports of any year in the history of our 
commerce. 

Meantime the value of cotton exported 
in manufactured form has also increased, 
and will make its highest record in the 
present fiscal year. The total value of cot- 
ton manufactures exported in the ten 
months ended with April is $27,982,559, in- 
dicating that the total for the full fiscal 
year will probably be about $34,000,000, 

At the same time the cotton manufac- 
turers of the United States have increased 
and are still increasing their consumption 
of cotton both from our own fields and from 
abroad. The total number of bales taken 
by the mills of the United States last year 
for the first time passed the 4,000,000 line, 
the figures being 4,083,000 bales. 

Meanwhile the importations of ae 
cotton, chiefly Egyptian, are growing with 
remarkable rapidity, the importations in 
the present year being likely to reach 80,- 
000,000 pounds, to which may be added 
20,000,000 pounds of “ flocks,”’ or cotton 
waste, with a total valuation of about 
$12,000,000. 


REBURIAL OF SOLDIERS. 


Shipment of Bodies from the Philippines 
to be Resumed at Once.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Prevalence of 
cholera in the Philippines caused a suspen- 
sion of the transportation to San Fran- 
cisco of the remains of officers and en- 
listed men of the army buried there. 

This unavoidable delay brought to the 
War Department many inquiries from rela- 
tives of the deceased soldiers, and urgent 
requests for immediate action. The abate- 
ment of the epidemic has enabled the dis- 
interring parties to resume work, and the 
transportation of bodies will be resumed. 
It is expected that every army transport 
returning to San Francisco from Manila 
will hereafter bring a number of disinterred 
bodies. 

Notice will be given by the War Depart- 
ment through the newspapers of the date 
of departure of transports from Maniia and 
the probable date of arrival at San Fran- 
cisco. A delay of a few days only will 
follow the arrival of the transports in ar- 
ranging for the shipment of remains by ex- 
press to relatives. This delay is unavoida- 
ble, and will not extend beyond the time 
necessary to obtain removal permits from 
the local officers and to arrange with ex- 
press companies for transportation,

THE SECURITIES DECISION. 

The decision of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in the Northern 
Securities case is subjected to an un- 
sparing analysis in an article contributed 
to The Harvard Law Review for June by 
Prof. C. C. LANGpELL. It attacks the 
principles of the decision and the con- 
clusion of the court upon new grounds, 
and is quite the severest criticism of the 
opinion and the decree of the court which 
has come under our notice, 

Prof. LANGDELL is very far removed 
from the suspicion of partisanship, from 
any motive of interest arising in prac- 
tice. He views the matter from the cool 
academic shades and from the dispas- 
sionate point of view of a member of 
the Harvard Law Faculty. He has for 
years been known to the profession as 
the author of standard treatises upon the 
law of contracts, of sales, and of equity 
pleading, and he denounces the decree 
of the court in this case as the most 
“iniquitous” ever made. His examina- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust act con- 
vinces him that the court has gone far 
beyond the intent of the legislator and 
the authority of the statute. The act 
declares certain acts illegal and crimi- 
nal, and by implication forbids them. 
But this does not make such acts 
civil torts. A civil tort implies injury 
to some person in respect to his person- 
al or property rights. The acts for- 
bidden in the statute and set forth in 
the complaint are certain combinations, 
conspiracies, and contracts tending to 
monopolize or restrain trade. ‘‘ But,” 
says Prof. LANGDELL, “it is impossible 
that the mere act of entering into any 
contract, combination, or conspiracy, or 
the mere act of securing or attempting 
to secure, or of combining or conspiring 
to secure any monopoly should have the 
effect of injuring the property of any 
person whatever.” If two railway com- 
panies should enter into a contract to 
establish unreasonable rates, “‘ no right, 
either public or private, would be in- 
fringed by such contract.” If, however, 
these railways should refuse to carry 
the goods of any private person, except 
at the unreasonable rates established, 
they would infringe his personal right, 
and he could maintain an action for 
damages; “but the United Stateg could 
maintain no action, except for the re- 
fusal to carry its own goods at a rea- 
sonable rate.” Prof. LANGDBLL’s con- 
clusion, therefore, is that the Sherman 
act is “a criminal statute pure and 
simple.” It is only because of Section 
4 of the act that a court of equity has 
the jurisdiction to restrain and prevent 
the commission of the crimes forbidden 
in it. 

For the opinion that the act applies 
to railways the Professor can find no 
ground save in its prohibition of “ all 
contracts, combinations, and conspira- 
cies.” It is plainly his conviction that 
it was not intended to apply to railway 
traffic. The court rests its opinion upon 
the decisions of the Supreme Court in 
the Knight case, the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association gase, and the Joint 
Association case. Prof. LANGDELL 
clearly indicates the difference between 
those cases and the Securities case; 
differences of essence and nature which, 
in his judgment, preclude the attempt 
to reason frqm the three cases first men- 
tioned to the other. He has no doubt 
whatever that a natural person in the 
place of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany might have acquired the shares 
of the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern Railroad Companies, all of 
them or any number less than all, with- 

_ out violating the act, since “no person 

can contract, or combine, or conspire, 
with himseif.” The offense charged 
against the Northern Securities Com- 
pany he divides into two stages. The 
first wag the organization of the Se- 
curities Company. The gecond, the ac- 
quisition by that company of the shares 
of the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern companies. The Attorney 
General intervened too late to enable 
the court to grant any-relief by way of 
prevention, except in preventing the 
acquisition of more shares.~ Hence: 

The conclusion, therefore, is that the 
court was never authorized to give any 
‘other than negative relief in the Northern 
Securities case, |. ¢., relief by way of pre- 
vention, even assuming that the case comes

the word “important.” That a mote in- 
iquitows decree was never made may be as- 
serted with much confidence, 

The effect of the decree is to deny 
to the Northern Securities Company the 
right to vote or to receive dividends on 
any of the Northern Pacific or Great 
Northern shares. This leads’ to two ex- 
traordinary results: “ First, that two 
continental lines of railway are turned 
over to the control of a small minority 
of their shareholders; secondly, that the 
bulk of the earnings of the same rail- 
ways, applicable to the payment of divi- 
dends, is absolutely tied up,” This 
could have been accomplished only by 
an extension of the plain meaning of 
the act by interpretation or construc- 
tion, It is, therefore, unnecessary to in- 
quire whether, if the statute actually 
authorized such a decree, it would be 
valid. Nothing supports the decree, in 
the view of Prof. LANGDELL, except the 
theory that the end justifies the means, 
“a theory destructive of every principle 
of justice.” The court has rescinded a 
transaction between two persons in 
which neither has been defrauded or in- 
jured by the other, which neither wishes 
to have rescinded and will rescind only 
upon compulsion, a proceeding to which 
the statute “lends not the slightest 
countenance.” We give in part the 
general conclusion of Prof. LANGDELL: 

The conclusion, therefore, is that the de- 
erce is a mere act of arbitrary power and 
utterly without justification or excus?2 
Lest, however, some reader should be ap- 
prekensive that its reversal would leave the 
public without protection against the “ ra- 
pacity of railway monopolists,’’ it seems 
proper to say that a powertul argument in 
support of the view that no part of the 
statute extends to railways or railway 
companies is derived fram the fact that 
thero was no call for such an act respecting 
them; that the only way in which railways 
can do an injury to the general public is 
by charging unreasonable rates for the 
service which they render, and that for 
such an injury the State already had an 
incumparably better remedy than any 
which the Sherman Anti-Trust act can fur- 
nish, in its unquestioned power to regulate 
anda control railway rates. 

If these views should commend them- 
selves to the Supreme Court it is ob- 
vious that nothing whatever would be 
left of the opinion and decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. If the Sherman 
Anti-Trust act does not apply to rail- 
ways, if the acts charged are not 
wrongs, if the possession of a power 
which might conceivably be put to a 
wrongful use is not the same thing as 
its injurious exercise, if the decree 
seeks to accomplish ends not warranted 
in this law or any other, and if existing 
law furnishes a better remedy than the 
Anti-Trust act, it would be reasonable 
to conclude that the decision of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals will not be sus- 
tained. It is evident, at least, that Prof. 
LANGDELL has very firm convictions as 
to the demerits of the opinion and de- 
cree, 


MERGER’S 


SHIPBUILDING 
VICISSITUDES. 
The reference of Senator CONKLING to 
“the bright beginning and the bitter end 
of a halcyon and vociferous proceeding,” 
is recalled by the story of the cumulative 
embarrassments which have overtaken 
the United States Shipbuilding Company. 
Mr. Lewis Nrxon’s statement of his rea- 
sons for resigning the Presidency, and 
Mr. ScHwapb’s account of the negotiations 
which resulted in its acquisition of the 
nominal control of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, without interest in its owner- 
shir, are certainly instructive, if not 
wholly satisfactory to the investors in 
the bonds and stock of the merger. It 
appears to have been organized on the 
basis of “large desires with most uncer- 
tain issues,” and to have begun business 
with the serious handicap of an insuffi- 
cient working capital which could not be 
increased. Mr. Nrxon’s reasons for re- 
signing the Presidency of the company 
are vndoubtedly sufficient, but had he 
taken the trouble to advise himself as to 
the facts of the case, they would seem to 
have been sufficient to restrain him from 
accepting it. He must, or at least should, 
have known that the company did not 
have, and was not in a way to get, the 
$5,000,000 working capital announced in 
He should also have

its prospectus, 
known that the asset valuations and es- 
tirmates of profits, which he now declares 
“have not materialized,’”” were exagger- 
ated, and that the merger was a gamble 
which would be very profitable to its 
promoters if good luck offset the disad- 
vantages of loose promotion and bad 
management. A man who assumes the 
responsibilities of the Presidency of such 
e company takes a large measure of per- 
sonal accountability for its plan of or- 
ganization and for the ability of those 
appearing as its financial sponsors to 
earry cut the promises made to the pub- 
lic. ‘‘o wait until the motion for a re- 
ceivership is made in court before dis- 
covering that the President disapproves 
the policy of the Board of“Directors and 
is unwilling to remain longer responsible 
for it, suggests to the casual onlooker 
that had this discovery been made soon- 
er it would have been more ¢reditable to 
the discoverer. It must be admitted that 
as a man of affairs Mr. NIXon does not 
appear to the best advantage in his 
statement to the public. He comes tardi- 
ly to the knowledge of too many thinga 
with which he should have been inti- 
mately acquainted at the outset. If his 
faith in the advantages of the plan of 
reorganization now in hand ig as great 
as he professes, it would have been more 
to his credit to have remained at the 
hend of the company until it was_carried 
into effect. 

hr. ScHWAB's statement relative to the 
purchase and transfer of the Bethlehem 
rlant to the United States Shipbuilding 
Company, and his own connection with 
that enterprise, creates a very different 
impression, That he protected himseif 


very carefully, and that whatever the 
resultr of the merger he was secured 
against serious loss, shows that he has

‘not failed to profit from association with | 


his shrewd exemplar and patron, Mr. 
ANDREW CARNEGIR, and that he is much 
too wise to make “ ducks and drakes " of 
nilllions to assist a speculation in which 
he does not appear to have had great 
confidence from the first, and from which 
he would now very willingly withdraw. 
His proposition to return all that was 
paid for the Bethlehem property and re- 
cover it is fair enough from his point of 
view, but as this would pull the king pin 
out of the whole shipbuilding combine 
and leave it hopelessly adrift on a sea of 
legal troubles, with a general unsettling 
of public confidence in the securities of 
all the great industrial mergers, his ac- 
quiescence in the plan of reorganization 
now before the stockholders and bond- 
holders is not unwise, nor, perhaps, whol- 
ly disinterested. To conduct negotiations 
on the principle of “ heads I win, tails 
you lose” is considered good banking, 
and may also be rated as good business, 
especially in dealing with a proposition 
which promised more than anything pos- 
sible in the way of profitable shipbuild- 
ing under our present tariff and regis- 
try laws could be reasonably expected 
to realize. 


THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE CONGES- 
TION, 

Commissioner LINDENTHAL has no 
ground for complaint if his apparent in- 
difference to the conditions which have 
so long existed at the New York terminal 
of the Brooklyn Bridge have created the 
pepular impression that he is unequal to 
the responsibilities of his position. As a 
correspondent of THE TIMES says very 
forcibly: *‘The people have a right to 
look to some one-—and if not the Bridge 
Commissioner, whom ?—to do the aggres- 
sive work necessary for immediate relief 
in the reachable evils, To any one who 
saw the outrageous conditions on Satur- 
duy, mob law seemed the logical out- 
come. Orderly mobs of the same sort 
may yet be running trains and operating 
switches if a stronger hand than the 
present one does not quickly evolve plang 
for relieving the situation,” 

That the problem is one of great diffi- 
culty is admitted. It may very well be 
that Hfe cannot be safeguarded at the 
bridge terminal without to some extent 
inconveniencing the public. If so, the 
public should be inconvenienced. All 
who cross the bridge are inconvenienced 
now, and put in imminent peril of life and 
lintb, except possibly those who are 
strong enough and brutal enough to push 
their way through the throngs of weak- 
er or more timid persons and elbow them 
aside, regardless of consequences to those 
displaced. 

The ideat solution of the bridge prob- 
lem cannot be found, perhaps, until the 
new bridges are finished and some of 
the travel diverted to them. But to wait 
for this argues incapacity to deal with 
an emergency the toleration of which dis- 
graces New York. For the technical du- 
ties of his position Commissioner LiIn- 
DBENTHAL is probably capable in a high 
degree. It is to be regretted, however, 
that his ability to deal with the practical 
problem of handling the bridge crowds 
has been completely discredited in 
popular esteem by his failure to improve 
the deplorable conditions which confront- 
ed him when he assumed office. It would 
be better to make a mistake in an honest 
effort to do gomething than to confess 
incapacity and do nothing. Mistakes may 
be corrected, but evils tolerated until 
they outgrow control are to be classed 
among the unpardonable sins of official 
nonfeaeance. We have too much respect 
for Commissioner LINDENTHAL's capacity 
as an engineer to deem it other than a 
friendly service to remind him that his 
technical triumphs will not save his rep- 
utaticyn if he permits the conditions exist- 
ing et the bridge terminal to continue 
until the some more serious accident 
than has yet occurred overwhelms him 
with official disgrace, 
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WORKING HOURS AND OUTPUT. 

The issue now drawn in the textile 
mills of Philadelphia between employers 
and wage earners over the question of 
the shortening of the week by five 
hours offers opportunity for a prac- 
tical test of a matter which has 
been much debated without even the 
promise of reaching a conclusion. Em- 
ployers have met the demand for a short- 
ening of the working day or its equiva- 
lent by declaring in apparent good faith 
that they cannot afford to cut down 
their output. Labor has replied in what 
appears to be equal good faith that, ow- 
ing to the better health and spirits of the 
workman whose turn of daily labor is re- 
stricted to, say, eight hours and hig 
ability to keep the pace through that 
length of time, the average output of 
the eight-hour day would be as great ag 
the average output of the nine or ten 
hour day is now. 

In the matter at issue in Philadel- 
phia there appears to be a_ dif- 
ference of opinion which will not 
be harmonized by any amount of 
talk. The men are very sure that 
by the curtailment of the working hours 
of the week by five out of the present 
total of sixty there would be no falling 
off in output. The employers are equally 
sure there would be a reduction of from 
8 to 10 per cent. Until an agreement can 
be reached on this point the willing con- 
cession of a shortened week is impossi- 
ble, and if insisted upon strikes and leck- 
outs are certain to result. It is not a 
question which admits of arbitration, 
since it is purely academic, Reference to 
the fact that coincidently with the short- 
ening of hours during the past half cent- 
ury the output per unit of labor cost has 
statistically increased, is interesting, but 
not quite relevant. The employers reply 
that this is due to the provision of better 


tools and labor-saving appliances, condi- 


tions from which labor has profited quite 
as much as capital, and of which it has 


, 


existing circumstances labor could or 
would accomplish as much in eight as in 
nine or ten hours. It may be conceded 
without discussion that if it were shown 
that it both could and would, all ground 
of reasonable objection to a shortening 
of the working day or the working week 
Would disappear. It would bring some 
economy of power, heat, and light, and 
greatly facilitate running double turn if 
conditions demanded it. 

This interminable and unprofitable dis- 
pute, which has cost all in interest so 
much and promises to continue a source 
ef trouble indefinitely, can be settled 
very easily by the workmen of the tex- 
tile mills of Philadelphia by establishing 
their contention that they are not seek- 
ing an unfair advantage over the em- 
ployers. Suppose the employés of one or 
two mills who are employed on piece 
work should say to their employers: We 
do not want a protracted lock-out, and 
you do not want a strike, We make you 
this proposition: We will all return to 
work on the fifty-five-hour basis for 
three months. During that time we will 
endeavor to establish the contention that 


| by reason of the advantages we secure in 


greater opportunities for rest and recrea- 
tion our work will be so far improved in 
quantity and quality that you shall have 
suffered no disadvantage from the 
change. As long as this is true you agree 
in good faith to continue the fifty-five- 
hour week, the facts to be determined by 
arbitration if we are unable to agree 
without it. On the contrary, if it shall 
appear that the shortening of the week 
has cut down the output of the mills 
from causes for which it shall appear 
that labor is responsible, we agree to re- 
turn to the sixty-hour basis, and to re- 
main content therewith for a period cf 
three years, unless another basis is mut- 
ually agreed to meanwhile. To lose 8 
per cent. of output for three months will 
be cheaper for you than to remain shut 
down, and we will see to it that this does 
not happen if the present piece rate is 
maintained. 

This would be a fair and businesslike 
proposition. If the experiment were suc- 
cessful a three months’ run might be 
made on a fifty-hour basis. It is perfect- 
ly well understood that if the workmen 
in a mill choose to increase its output 10 
per cent, they can ordinarily do it with 
very little trouble to themselves. On the 
piece-rate system the inducement to do 
this should exist without other incentive 
than the increased earnings, Perhaps it 
would if labor felt quite safe against a 
cut in the plece-price scale as soon as the 
pace was established. This suggests that 
the employers are perhaps themselves 
somewhat to blame for the development 
of the “ca’ canny” principle in shops 
where it would appear to involve deliber- 
ate self-sacrifice on the part of labor. 
The differences which exist in the Phila- 
delphia textile industry are not irrecon- 
eilable to the satisfaction of all in inter- 
est if an agreement is sought on some 
such fair and businesslike basis as that 
suggested. 


AID FOR KANSAS. 

The frank statement of Gov. BAILEY 
of Kansas relative to the immediate ne- 
ceesities of the people of that State in 
the matter of help in caring for the flood 
sufferers answers the question whether 
assistance is needed. With more than 
thirty thousand people homeless and 
temporarily helpless, and a populous and 
fertile valley two hundred miles long and 
five miles wide converted into a waste, 
local resources are taxed beyond their ca- 
pacity. There is no disposition to shirk 
responsibility or to look to others for 
what should be supplied at home; but 
the problem is a large one, and probably 
the State does not contain and cannot 


procure on short notice all that is needed: 


to relieve the suffering which exists at 
the moment. 

The appeal of the Governor of Kansas 
should not pass unheeded. The help 
ealied for will be useful in proportion to 
the promptness with which it is fur- 
nished. A few days would bring all the 
aid needed if the work is properly or- 
ganized and intrusted to practical men of 
affairs.

Now it will be realized that, 
in cases that appeal to his peculiar nature, 
the Sultan can be moved, and moved deep- 
ly, and the case at Belgrade wag one nicely 
calculated to do it. For the events there 
demorstrated that a ruler is not safe sim- 
ply because he is a ruler, and that if his 
acts meet with general disapproval he can 
with impunity be destroyed by representa- 
tives of the very class upon which he has 
depended for protection while carrying out 
his will and fancy. This, naturally enough, 
went straight home to the Sultan’s heart 
and gave him a cruel shock. The mon- 
strous wickedness of the deed committed 
was perfectly obvious to him, and perhaps

Discussing 
this subject, American Medicine says: ‘‘ It 
is claimed that the descendants of the 
window closers so well learned their lesson 
that those who did not obey the beatitude, 
*blessed are they who do not ventilate 
their sleeping rooms,’ have been cut off 
from perpetuating the race by the pitiless 
laws of Darwinism. In this way the race 
escaped malaria, .ut found a worse evil in 
tuberculosis and pneumonia. Now that it 
is known that it is not malaria, but mal- 
mosquito that brings the evil, the crusade 
against malvyentilation and the prejudice 
against night air may be undertaken with 
greater certainty of success, and the rav- 
ages of tuberculosis may be checked.” 


——It seems much like the height of ab- 
surdity to talk about impounding in arti- 
ficial reservoirs even;an appreciable frac- 
tion of the water which makes such floods 
as those now beginning to subside in the 
Mississippi Valley, but efforts in that direc- 
tion are now under the serious considera- 
tion of the men best qualified to estimate 
the magnitude of the undertaking, and they 
are making detailed plans for a commence- 
ment of the great work. Fortunately the 
building of each reservoir will confer di- 
rect benefits in the way of making possible 
the reclamation of arid land. These bene- 
fits will be of sufficient importance, coming 
to different districts one after another, to 
justify the necessary expenditure, and 
even if many years pass before there is any 
noticeable effect on the floods, no time 
or money will be wasted. It is not often 
that a magnificent project has this pecu- 
liar merit of profit in every step of its ex- 
ecution, and of imposing no penalty for 
failure to carry through the whole plan. 
Just how many reservoirs near the head- 
waters of the Mississippi's tributaries will 
be required to remove the fear of floods 
from the lowlands is a matter of large 
uncertainty, but each one will do some- 
thing toward this great end, and certainly 
the reservoir system is vastly superior to 
the present levee system, which involves 
endless expenditure, and tis after all in 
direct conflict with reason, since it aims 
at sending out to sea an immeasurable 
amount of exactly the substances, solid as 
well as aqueous, that are needed on the 
lands along the rivers. The ideal levee 
forces the current it confines to carry away 
all sediment and keep at the same level, 
but very few levees do that, and most of 
them have to be raised higher and higher 
year after year. This renders every break 
more destructive than its predecessor. The 
irrigation reservoirs will have none of these 
disadvantages. 

——-There is something comic, as well as 
irritating, in the refusal of the striking 
hotel employés in Chicago to discuss arbi- 
tration, or anything else, with their em- 
ployers except as individuals. This is doing 
exactly what, done as it often has been by 
“ capital,’’ has formed the bitterest as well 
as the justest grievance of “labor” all 
over the country, and the adoption of such 
a policy by the Chicago strikers shows 
either that they are an extremely humorous 
lot or else that they are lacking in ordi- 
nary human intelligence. The latter is 
probably the correct explanation. Most of 
these strikers are accustomed to the taking 
of tips and to dependence thereon instead 
of on honest wages for honest work. Not 
much is to be expected of men who have 
voluntarily subjected themselves to the de- 
moralizing influences of the wretched tip 
system. They are obviously prone to fol- 
lies of every sort, and certainly they are 
committing all they can think of or invent 
out in Chicago.

We are 
sure that no President ever before spoke out 
quite so boldly and insistently about his own 
nomination, But Mr, Roosevelt's telegram to 
Senator Hanna does not appear to have sur- 
prised the people at all-—-much less has it shocked 
them, Mr, Roosevelt is not a man of Iindirec- 
tion, he is not accustomed to proceed by sub- 
terrancan channels to the ends he desires. He is 
an exceedingly and most unusually frank, out- 
spoken, and straightforward man. People who 
like him, and pretty much the entire population 
ofthe United States likes him very much, would 
not unnaturally admire that quality. Why 
should he beat about the bush? Everybody 
knows that he wants the nomination next year, 
everybody knows that he is going to get it. 
Then why employ the stale old devices of coy- 
ness, indifference, an affected ignorance of what

The cloak of the lamented Charcot has 
verily fallen upon the Grand Old Party. 
Not only have the Republican chieftains 
hypnotized the Democratic papers, but the 
independent press has likewise fallen under 
the ‘‘spell.’’

—alike. 

lt would be interesting to learn by what 
subtle process THe Timms subverts its 
wonted acumen and unbiased judgment in 
condoning the President's course.

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SERMON TO HARVARD MEN 


The Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke Ad- 
dresses Graduates. 


“The Good Old Way” His Theme—Old- 
Fashioned American: Household 
Set Up as a Model. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 14.—The Rev. 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke was the preacher of 
the baccalaureate sermon to the graduates 
of Harvard. University this afternoon. Ap- 
pleton Chapel was crowded. He took for 
his theme “ The Good Old Way” and said 
in part: 

“What we are to ask for is not simply 
the old way, but the good way, which has 
been tested and tried and proved to be all 
right. The spirit of wisdom tells us that we 
are not to work this way out by logarithms, 
but to learn what it is by looking at the 
lives of other men and making the lessons 
which they teach us. Experience has been 
compared to the sternlight of a ship which 
shines only on the road that has been trav- 
ersed. But the sternlight of a ship that 
sails before you is a headlight to you. 

“You do not need to try everything for 
yourself in order to understand what it 
means. The writer of Ecclesiastes tells us 
that he gave his heart to know madness 
and folly, and that it is vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit. It will be a wise economy 
for us to accept his lesson without paying 
his tuition fee over again. It is perfectly 
safe for a man to accept it as a fact that 
fire burns without putting his hands into 
the flame. He does not need to try by per- 
ilous experiments with his own soul in 
order to make sure that tust defiles; that 
avarice hardens; that frivolity empties; 
that selfishness cankers the heart. 

“Inquire and learn; consider and dis- 
eern. There need be no doubt about the 
direction of life’s various ways. Which 
are the nations that have been most peace- 
ful and noble and truly prosperous? Those 
that have followed pride and luxury and 
idolatry? Or those that have cherished 
sobriety and justice, and acknowledged the 
Divine law of righteousness? 

“Which are the families that have been 
most serene and pure and truly fortunate? 
Those in which there has been no discipline 
or restraint, no common faith, no mutual 
love? Or those in which sincere religion 
has swayed life to its stern and gracious 
laws, in which parents and children have 
walked together to the House of God and 
knelt together at His altar, and rejoiced 
together in His service? 

“I tell you, my brothermen, it has be- 
come too much the fashion in these days 
to sneer and jeer at the old-fashioned ways 
of the old-fashioned American household. 
Something too much of iron there may have 
been in the Puritan's temper; something 
too little of sunlight may have come in 
through the narrow windows of his house. 
But that house had foundations, and the 
virtues lived in it. There were plenty of 


red corpuscles in his blood, and .his heart 
‘beat in time with the external laws of 
right, even though its pulsations sometimes 
seemed a little slow and heavy. It would 
be well for us if we could get back into 
the old way, which proved itself to be the 

way, and maintain as our fathers did 
the sanctity of the family, the sacredness of 
the marriage vow, the solemnity of the 
mutual duties binding parents and chil- 
Gren together. From the households that 
followed this way have come men that 
could rule themselves as well as their 
fellows, women that could be trusted as 
well as admired. 

“Look around you in the world and see 
what way it is that has brought your fel- 
low-men to peace and quietness of heart, 
to security and honor of life. Is it the way 
of unbridied self-indulgence, of unscrupu- 
lous greed, of aimless indolence? Or is it 
the way of self-denial, of cheerful industry, 
ot fair dealing, of faithful service? If true 
honor lies in the respect and grateful love 
ef one’s fellow-men, if true success lies in 
a contented heart and a peaceful con- 
science, then the men who have reached 
the highest goal of life are those who have 
followed most closely the way to which 
Jesus Christ points us and in which He 

es before us. Walk therein and ye shall 
ind rest for your souls. 

“Rest! Rest! How that word rings like 
@ sweet bell through the turmoil of our 
age. We are rushing to and fro, destroy- 
ing rest in our search for it. We drive our 
automobiles from one place to another at 
furious speed, not knowing what we shall 
dao when we get there. We make haste to 
acquire new possessions, not knowing how 
we shall use them when they are ours. We 
are in a fever of new discoveries and theo- 
ries, not knowing how to apply them when 
they are made. We feed ourselves upon 
novel speculations until our heads swim 
with the vertigo of universal knowledge 
which changes into universal doubt. 

“Then in an hour of silence, the spirit 
of wisdom whispers a secret to our hearts. 
Rest depends upon conduct. The result of 
your life depends upon your choosing the 
good way and walking in it.”

George L, Spining of South Orange, who is 
a veteran of the civil war, a grandson of a 
Revolutionary soldier, and a son of a vet- 
eran of the war of 1812.

TREES IN WORLD'S 
Disasters That Have Overtaken 
Nations That Destroyed Them. 


Rev. F. 0. Hall Says Americans Act as 
Though Unable to Read the Les- 
sons So Plainly Taught. 


The Rey. Dr. Frank Oliver Hall preached 
yesterday morning at the Church of the 
Divine Paternity, Central Park West and 
Seventy-sixth Street, upon ‘‘ God’s Revela- 
tion Through the Trees.”” He took for his 
text the last two verses of the twentieth 
chapter of Deuteronomy, in which the com- 
mand is given forbidding the destruction 
of trees that furnish meat for man, when 
besieging a city. 

Dr, Hall said that it would have been 
well if the command had applied not mere- 
ly to fruit trees, but to all kinds of trees, 
and if it had been observed to this day. 
It ig difficult for the traveler in Palestine 
at present to understand how it could ever 
have been described ag a land flowing with 
milk and honey, it appears so desolate, 
and there are so many ruins everywhere. 
And the change is not due merely to wars, 
for even where whole populations have 
perished, other inhabitants come, if only 
the fertility of the soil remains. The real 
reason for the desolation everywhere ap- 
parent is to be found in the destruction of 
the forests, which was followed in regular 
order by the encroachment of the desert. 
Dr. Hall also said: 

‘In Asia Minor, which was once second 
only to Greece, the same result followed 
upon the same cause. In Paul's time it 
was a populous country, where great 
armies were raised, and where hundreds of 
cities flourished. But the trees were ruth- 
lessly cut down, and the land was to a 
great extent transformed into a desert. In 
Italy we see much the same thing. Where 
once there were 200 cities, there is now 
perhaps the most desperately poor popu- 
lation in all Europe, Carthage, with its en- 
virons, had a population of 6,000,000. To- 
day, with the help of irrigation, the same 
country maintains some 600,000 people. 
Spain has recently made such a pitiful ex- 
hibition that it is difficult to realize that 
she was once the dominant power of the 
world. The destruction of the forests ac- 
complished its work there, however, and 
now there are thousands of square miles 
of desert, where formerly there were fer- 
tile fields and busy cities. 

‘‘In fact, there is the same story all the 
way round the Mediterranean, and we may 
trace the path of civilization by the deso- 
lation it has left, If we could know the 
full truth about the Garden of Eden, I 
suspect we should find that man was cast 
out of the garden, not because he ate of 
the fruit of the tree, but because he cut 
the tree down. 

‘““And here in America, as if we were 
wholly unable to read the lesson that his- 
tory teaches us so plainly, we are doing 
the same thing. We send out our portable 
sawmills, and each year a territory equal 
to that of the State of Maryland is stripped 
clean of trees. We can ag 4 see the 
barrenness and desolation that haye been 
peddene ae in New England, and now we are 
carrying out the same policy in Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and elsewhere. 

‘Vast, destructive floods come, and do 
we not know the reason well enough? If 
there are forests about the rivers and 
streams the snows melt slowly in the 
Spring, but where the forests have been 
swept away, the melting snow fairly rushes 
down the hillsides and then there are the 
great floods. 

“The evils of drought are increased by 
the same means. Where there are trees, 
the water supply is conserved, and the 
springs continue to yield of their abun- 
dance far into the Summer. The churches 
have prayers for rain, and then, as the 
crops have been all burned up in the 
parched ground, the people go out and cut 
a few more trees, and perhaps set a forest 
fire that burns over hundreds of square 
miles. 

“It is as though God said to us in His 
wrath: ‘If you want a desert, you shall 
have it." God a and perpetuates those 


who endeavor to learn how to live and to 
know the laws of life.”’ 


CRITICISES REV. MR. HILLIS. 


The Rev. Mr. Henson Replies to His 
Arguments for Church Unity on 
the “Trust” Plan. 


The Rev. P. S. Henson of the Hanson 
Place Baptist Church, Brooklyn, delivered 
a sermon last night in which he criticised 
the utterances of the Rev. Newell Dwight 
Hillis, pastor of Plymouth Church, last 
week. Dr. Hillis had declared that sects 
and theologies must make way for church 
unity and advocated one grand universal 
Church, Dr, Hillis had himself called for 
a *‘ church trust.”’ 

Dr. Henson said last night that real unity 
in religious work and worship was not to 
be attained by following worldly methods, 
nor by the abandonment of established 
convictions that are founded on sound prin- 
ciple. If absolute unity was to be accom- 
plished, each sect would be compelled to 
abandon many of its beliefs, most of which 
were not inconsistent with the doctrine 
of the Church of God as founded by Christ. 

@Dr. Hillis,” he continued, “ advises 
methods pursued by the trusts in church 
organization. ‘We must be enlightened,’ 
he says, ‘by the methods employed by the 
Captains of Industry.’ These great cap- 
tains, he declares, are in our pews and 
they demand that the waste of mone 
caused by the duplication of churches shall 
stop. 

“On what meat are these modern ‘ Cae- 
sars fed’ that the have grown great 
enough to demand the control of religion 
as well as of industry? They, by their 
fiat, propose to decide whether there shall 
be one church in a town and of what de- 
nomination, if any. I suspect that they 
and Hillis are mistaken in their philosophy 
—for often as the children of the poor 
become the great men of thé country, so 
the struggling Church becomes the main- 
stay of the country’s faith."

| Father Hill at St. John’s College Says It 


Is in Godless Education. 


The Rev, Owen A. Hill, 8S. J., delivered 
the baccalaureate sermon before the Presi- 
dent, Faculty, and scholars of St. John’s 
College, Fordham, in the college chapel 
yesterday afternoon. Father Hill made a 
plea. for the Catholics to take a part as 
citizens in the business of nations, and 
said: 

“As Catholics, we must unfurl our ban- 


rers and take a heroic stand in the affairs 
of our country’s history. We must fill the 
public eye with reminders of virtue and re- 
igion and God. We must keep the trumpet 
ot God's glory to our lips ready to blow 
every where, tidings of God's love and His 
mercies. 

“ Anarchy is the natural and logical off- 
spring of godlessness and poverty. Reason 
as well as experience quite satisfies me that 
the problem of good citizenship admits of 
solution only on the basis of right educa- 
tion, and that whatever evils affect our 
country can be laid to the door of an edu- 
cational system that excludes the word of 
God from the classroom. There is no true 
eitizenship unless it is founded on the 
knowledge and fear of God. In godless 
education we have a hiding volcano, slowly 
but surely gathering force for future de- 
struction.”

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Big Field Promised for Famous 
Handicap on Thursday. 


W. C. Whitney’s Goldsmith Established 
as Favorite in the Future Betting 
on the Great Event. 


For a race that more than a month ago 
practically was conceded to the topweight 
and Winter favorite, Hermis, there have 
been great and surprising changes in the 
promises of the contest for the twentieth 
Suburban Handicap, to be run for at the 
opening of the Coney Island Jockey Club's 
June meeting on the Sheepshead Bay race 
course next Thursday. Where a month ago 
horsemen were looking about in what they 
seemed to regard as a hopeless search for 
some horse who might have a chance to 
beat Hermis, that famous and high-priced 
animal now is considered no more than 
half a dozen others in the big event, and 
even has been spoken of in some quarters 
as a doubtful starter. Owners of lesser 
lights in the meantime have been so en- 
couraged by the open appearance of the 
great race that nearly two score horses are 
presented as starters and more than thirty 
are figured on as probable runners in the 
coming renewal of the most popular and 
oldest of the great handicaps of the met- 
ropolitan turf. 

It is the strongest evidence that could be 
offered of the open character of the Su- 
turban that every one of the half dozen 
top weights has been pointed straight for 
the Suburban, and that every one of that 
half dozen, at this date, only four days be- 
fore the running of the race, is spoken of 
as sure to go to the post. Of these the 
famous Hermis is the one who has been 
most talked of, and, though he has been 
displaced from his old post of Winter fa- 
vorite within the past week or two, horse- 
men generally hold the $60,000 four-year- 
old in high esteem. It woujd not be sur- 
prising to the shrewdest of these if Hermis 
were to be re-established as favorite with- 
in the next day or two. 

In his two races in preparation for the 
Suburban Hermis bitterly disappointed his 
owner, E. R. Thomas, by his failures, but 
careful observers noted that neither of the 


performances by Hermis was really a bad 
race, and, as.there is every promise that 
the races will greatly improve him, it 
would seem that Mr. Thomas was a trifle 
hasty_in announcing his view last week 
that Hermis had no flattering chance for 
the Suburban. That view, at least, is not 
entertained by James McCormick, trainer 
oi the horse, for MeCormick still has strong 
hope of winning with Hermis, and thus in 
a measure repeating the triumph he 
achieved two years ago with Alcedo. Other 
horses have been beaten far more pro- 
nouncedly than Hermis in races just before 
the Suburban, and yet~ have had their 
names added to the roll of honor for that 
important event, Loantaka, Lowlander, 
Lazzarone, and Gold Heels being conspicu- 
ous illustrations of this. 

At present the horses that on public rep- 
utation and actual achievements this Spring 
are regarded as the most formidable of 
the prospective opponents of Hermis, in- 
clude the gallant black colt Major Dainger- 
field, the wast Heno, and the stuwut three- 
year-old Africander, each of which has 
showed winning form, and incidentally has 
incurred a penalty for the Suburban. Gun- 
fire, heroine of the Metropolitan Handicap, 
and all but the winner of the Brooklyn 
Handicap, is another horse that has earned 
a big penalty, but good as Gunfire a 
proved herself to be this season, she 
spoken ef as a doubtful starter, the Whit.

THE MANCHESTER MARKET. 


MANCHESTER, June 14.—The cloth mar- 
ket has gone through a somewhat unset- 
tled week. The fine weather, coupled with 
the disappointing conditions of business, in- 
dveed many operators to extend the holl- 
day. The fluctuations in cotton intensified 
the difficulty of negotiating orders, al- 
though some buyers took moderate parcels 
at considerable advances. Prices continued 
to» harden not only because of the advance 
in cotton, but also in consequence of the 
gradual exhaystion of the surplus supplies 
in the hands of producers which were 
bought at lower rates than those now rul- 
ing. Sales were consequently below the 
average, particularly in India and China 
staples. Most of the long-established 
makes, however, are under contract for 
several weeks ahead. A small trade de- 
veloped fer Scuth America and a few 
minor outlets. 

Yarns were inactive, the movements in 
cotton stiffening the attitude of the spin- 
ners, and the turn-over was small. 


ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 


LONDON, June 14.—The rate for money 
Was easy last week, and the Stock Ex- 
change surmounted the settlement with 
less trouble than was anticipated, This, 
together with the better reports regarding 
tie American crops, produced a great im- 
prevement in the situation. There was a 
rally in all departments of the market, 
which was not checked even by the Servian 
revolution, foreign bonds being but slightly 
affected by the events in Servia. 

A much healthier tone prevailed in the 
American market, and there were large re- 
purchases on speculative accounts and a 
fair amount of investment buying, with a 
prospect of still further advances. Cana- 
dians responded quickly to the American 
recovery. The tone in the South African 
section is still heavy.

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EXCAVATORS ABANDON 
STRIKE ON SUBWAY 


Delegate Robinson, Who Organized 
the Union, Defends Himself. 


Central Federated Body Grants Brass 
Workers’ Request That Affiliated 
Trades Demand Arbitration. 


Formal announcement was made at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Central Federated 
Union that the excavators in the Rock- 
men and Excavators’ Union have aban- 
doned their strike. The announcement 
came in the form of a letter from the 
union. The striking excavators will now 
apply for work under the old conditions. 

After the letter from the union had been 
accepted, Herman Robinson, the organizer 
vf the Rockmen and Excavators’ Union, 
said that he was surprised at the strictures 
which had been made upon him in connec- 
tion with this union last Sunday, when he 
happened to be absent, 

“It was stated,’ said Delegate Robin- 
son, “that the organizers of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor peddle charters 
for new organizations like men _ selling 
picture frames. There must have been 
some ulterior motive in this. 

“One delegate showed a 
amount of nerve when he talked about 
a certain race and said that he did not 
sympathize with ignorance. If I had been 
here and the statements had been made 
about me which was said last Sunday, 
the man who made them would not have 


left the hall by the door. A man with a 
dagger up his sleeve don’t go here in 
these days. 
*“ People who come out with statements 
like this behind a man’s back are trying 
to disrupt this body. They should come 
out like men into the open, and not attack 
men behind their backs like sneaks. It is 
not manly, no fair-minded man does things 
like that. 

“The American Federation of Labor will 
continue to organize workingmen whether 
they are skilled or unskilled as long as 
they are workingmen.’ 

Here James Fitzgerald of the Reliance 
Labor Club declared that his organization 
Was under a great debt of gratitude to 
Robinson, and he believed that Robinson 
had done as much for organized labor as 
any man he knows. 

No vote of vindication of Robinson was 
taken, but there seemed to be a tacit un- 
derstanding that he had vindicated him- 
seif. 

The delegate of the Hackmen’s Union was 
very indignant at a story published in the 
newspapers of a woman who had been 
driven by a hackman to a restaurant and 
had 
not pay 
too high. 
places to which the woman was driven, and 
when it was wound up he says that the 
woman started in to abuse the hackman 
when he demanded his $6 fare. He said 
that all the money found on her was 33 
cents, yet she had been driven about for 
hours. He went on to say that the hack- 
men were a very much-abused body of men. 
No action was taken on his report.

- UNION FINES A FOREMAN. 


Newark Hatmaker, Accused of Extor- 
tion, Must Pay $999.99—He Says 
He Is Persecuted. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., June 14.—David Rich- 
man, one of the employes in the hat fac- 
tory of Boutillier & Carr, at Sussex Ave- 
nue and First Street, has been fined $999.99 
by Hatmakers’ Union No, 13 of this city, 
and has been notified tnat he cannot work 
in a union factgry until the fine is paid. 
He was charged with trying to extort 
money from other employes. 

Richman denies the charge and will ap- 
peal the case to the National officers of the 
United Hatters of America, of which the 
local union is a branch.’ He also threatens 
to enter suit against the men who made 
the charge, which he claims is a conspiracy 
to prevent him from earning a living. 

Richman was formerly foreman of the 
hat shop, and was charged with the same 
offense about eight months ago, for which 
he was fined $99.99, which he has been pay- 
fing in small installments, despite the fact 
that these charges, too, he says, were 
trumped up. ; 

The complaint against Richman was 
made by Edward Katz and Max Kurtz, 
both of whom were recently employed at 
the Boutillier & Carr factory. They claim 
that Richman had asked them to pay him 
$2 a week each. They also declared that 
they knew Richman was collecting money 
from other men in the shop. 

Richman, who has a family and resides 
on the second floor of a tenement house in 
Broome Street, said to-day that the trouble 
dates back five years, when the shop where 
he works was “foul.” Efforts were made 
then to have him join the union and go on 
a strike, but he refused. He subsequently 
joined the union when the shop became 
“fair’’ and retained his position as fore- 
man. Charges were preferred against him 
for extorting money from workmen, and, 
having no redress, he said he agreed to 
pay the fine in installments. In addition to 
the fine. the union refused to allow him to 
act as foreman, and he was compelled to 
resign and has been an ordinary workman 
since. Two months ago, he said, an effort 
was made to get him into trouble. Two 
men suggested to him that a purse be 
raised to assist his father. who is poor. He 
said he refused the offer. suspecting a 
trap. and his suspicions were verified when 
shortly afterward he was accused of asking 
for financial aid. . 

Richman’s employers’ disbelieve the 
charges and are inclined to stand by him. 
Mr. Carr said Jast night that the man is a 
good workman and a valuable employe and 
he had tried in vain to verify the charges. 

Richman, after being accused of the of- 
fense Thursday, attacked Edward Katz, 
one of the men who made the charge, and 
was placed under $300 bail by Justice of the 
Peace Simon vesterday to await the action 
uf the Grand Jury.

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SHOTS FIRED IN A CROWD. 


Policeman’s Third Hit a Dog That Had 
Bitten a Girl. 


Three shots, one of which took effect, 
were fired at a yellow dog in Seventh Ave- 
hue, near Sixteenth Street, by Policeman 
Bilaffer_of the West Twentieth Street Sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock 
when the thoroughfare was crowded.

Shortly after 6 o'clock, his sis- 
ter, Pauline, became greatly worried, and 
ealled in Dr. Robert Anderson of 356 West 
Thirtieth Street, who found that Roth had 
been dead for several hours. ” 

Foliceman John W, Croker of the West 
Thiruieth Street Police Station was notified, 
and called an ambulance from the New 
York Hospital.

DENIES WIFE WAS A SUICIDE.

If 
The Manila American is to be believed, in 
less than fifteen minutes he hurriedly left 
the ship, and, going ashore, reported that 
there was on ktoard the Sherman, 
ing to the patent rat enumerator in 
at Manila, no tewer than 950,000 rats. 

The Sherman was immediately ordered 
to the quarantine station at Mariveles, as 
no ship on which the disease-carrying 
rodents are found is allowed to dock at 
Manila until they are exterminated. Ac- 
cordingly the Sherman steamed back 
Mariveles. When she arrived there her 
hatches had been onened up and enough 
sulphur carried below to kill millions of 
rats. As soon as the anchor was dropped 
the sulphur fires were started in the 
hold, and in a few minutes the work of 
the fumes became apparent. 

Out of the hatches there poured such 4, 
stream of rats as was never before seen 
in the Orient. First by the hundreds, and 
then by the thousands, they appeared at 
the hatches, and then leaped into the water. 
Every one tried to swim ashore, but the 
distance was far too great for any rat to 
swim, and soon the great black line of 
paddling rodents began to thin out. Some 
of them reached a point about 300 yards 
off the ship, but hone got any further, 
After the fumes had been working for about 
an hour the rats stopped appearing. An 
inspection of the ship was made and not 
a rat discovered, The Sherman then re- 
entered Manila and discharged her cargo.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with considerable pleasure the 
stand you take in to-day’s Timms in regard 
to the discussion now going on in relation 
to the subject of German in the public 
schools. As a rule, you have a happy 
knack of hitting the nail squarely on the 
head, and you have certainly done so in 
this case in saying ‘‘that such a smat- 
tering of any one. of the three languages 
(French, German, and Latin) as could be 
got in a year would not be so well worth 
having as such a beginning as ay be 
made in the same time in stenography.”’ 

I’rom my own experience as a teacher I 
have found that the study of shorthand 
corrects the pupil’s pronunciation, produces 
a neatness which maaroves their longhand, 
and developes an ability of noticing detail 
which greatly aids them in nature studies 
and such subpects as physics, botany, and 
others in the higher grades. Gen. Wingate 
was certainly right when he said: ‘* There 
are more people in our public schools anx- 
jous to learn stenography than German 
or French,”
